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Community Council 
Favors Creation of 
Unpaid Welfare Board 

Votes Unanimously To Support 
Recommendation Reported At 
Annual Meeting Last Friday 


Favor Unpaid Welfare Board 


One hundred and twenty members 
of the Newton Community Council, 
an organization financed through the 
Newton Community Chest and com- 
prising some 50 Chest agencies, clubs, 
city departments and like organi- 
zations engaged or interested in so- 
cial and health work in Newton held 
its annual meeting on March 28th. 
That meeting, after hearing and dis- 
cussing the report by Mr. Robert 
E. Dickerman, Chairman of the Coun- 
cil’s Division of Welfare and Relief, 
went unanimously on record favoring 
that report, which strongly recom- 
mended that an unpaid Board of Pub- 
lic Welfare be created in Newton. 

In submitting his report, Mr. Dick- 
erman said of the present Director 
of Public Welfare, Mr. James P. 
Reynolds, "From my brief personel 
experience with Reynolds, as well 
as from my many contacts with peo- 
ple who know him and his work, it 
is evident he is doing an outstanding 
job and he is to be commended for 
his exceptionally good work. The 
recommendations which follow (re an 
Unpaid Board of Public Welfare) 
would really result in strengthening 
his hands and would also bring New- 
ton in line with a real state-wide 
established practice." 

Dickerman’s report went on to say 
that State Law permits a city to 
establish a Board of Public Welfare 
with personnel, tenure and respon- 
sibilities according to an ordinance 
of its own making. He further said 
that Mr. Arthur G. Rotch, Commis- 
sioner of Public Welfare for the 
Commonwealth, does not recognize 
the present set-up in Newton as con- 
stituting a real Board of Public Wel- 
fare, consisting as it does of the 
Director and his assistant. 

Dickerman recommended that: 1 — 
Such a Board in Newton should be 
composed of five unpaid members, se- 
lected from civic-minded citizens with 
a knowledge of or an interest in the 
local welfare problem; 2 — Of this 
membership, one should be appointed 
for one year, two for two years 
and two for three years, to provide 
for the possibility of a rotation in 
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office and yet keep a back-log of ex 
perienced personnel. Appointments 
to this board would be made by the 
mayor and approved by the Board 
of Aldermen. Upon the expiration 
of any term, reappointments to the 
Board could be made and would be 
for a term of three years; 3 — The 
mayor should serve ex-officio as a 
member of this Board, and all other 
members should be unpaid and lay- 
men, in terms of city government; 

4 — The Board should be comparable 
to the Board of Directors of a busi- 
ness. Its duties should be to serve 
as an executive and policy-making 
body, to submit an annual budget 
and to explain and defend it before 
the Finance Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen, to make an annual 
report, to be available to the Direc- 
tor for consultation and advice in 
exceptional cases, and to exercise 
final authority insofar as the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare is concerned; 

5 — The Director of the Department 
should act as the Administrative offi- 
cer of the Board, carrying out the 
general policies and procedures es- 
tablished by the Board. 

Following this definition, Dicker- 
man’s report went on to say that 
the reasons for such a Board in 
Newton are: 1 — Newton is one out of 
four of a total of 356 communities 
in the Commonwealth without some 
type of recognized Board; 2 — A Board 
in Newton would strengthen the 
hands of our fully competent and ex- 
cellent Director; 3 — Would tend to 
insure continuity in the present high 
standards, policies and practices of 
the Department over a period of 
years; 4 — Would provide an official 
group as a consultant and adviser 
for the Director in difficult problem 
cases; 5 — Would provide a recog- 
nized public group to interpret the 
local welfare problems to the com- 
munity; 6— Although we have a Di- 
rqctoV of the Department of Public 
Welfare with ability, integrity and 
high standards, nevertheless, an un- 
paid Board composed of civic-minded 
citizens would tend to build even 
greater public confidence in the work 
of the Department. 

Carter Moves the Council Get Action 

Speaking for the report was Mr. 
Maynard Hutchinson, who was Chair- 
man of the Special Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen which made 
a study of and report on the welfare 
situation in the city in 1938, which 
report included a recommendation 
along the lines of that in Dicker- 
man's report. Alderman Joseph B. 
Jamieson, member of that Special 
Committee of the Board also spoke 
in favor. Others urging the creation 
of a Board as recommended by Dick- 
erman’s report were Mr. Richard B. 
Carter, President of the Family 
Service Bureau; Rev. John A. Sheri- 
dan, of the Newton Catholic Welfare 
Committee with long and success- 
ful experience in private welfare 
work; and Charles C. Dasey. Presi- 
dent of the Newton Catholic Wel- 
fare Committee. 

Upon completion of the discussion, 
Harold P. Carver, Chairman of the 
Community Council, and who presid- 
ed at the Annual Meeting, called 
for some motion from the floor. Mr. 
Richard B. Carter immediately re- 
sponded with the following motion, 
which was seconded from many points

Reduce Assessments 

On Older Dwellings 

The report of the Newton Board 
of Assessors recently issued shows 
that reductions of about $2,000,000 
were made during the year 1939 in 
real estate values. This reduction 
was more than balanced by new 
properties which were built, and the 
total valuation of real estate as of 
January 1, 1940, was $152,078,000, 
or $242,000 more than the preced- 
ing year. 

The reductions on real estate were 
largely on large, outmoded dwellings 
and on houses which were built dur- 
ing the boom years of the 1920s. The 
number of dwellings in the city were 
15,154 and the number of automo- 
biles taxed in Newton in 1940 was 
27,542. The assessors comment that 
the trend in new houses is toward 
small, compact dwellings.

Newton Receives 
Safety Award 

At the annual banquet and con 
ference of the Massachusetts Safety 
Council in the Hotel Statler on 
Tuesday the City of Newton received 
a plaque for attaining first place 
among cities between 50,000 and 
100,000 in Massachusetts in highway 
safety. The presentation was made 
by Governor Saltonstall, who after 
awarding the first-place trophy to 
Lowell for cities of more than 100,- 
000 population, said in presenting the 
award to Newton: 

"In the second group, 50,000 to 
100,000 population, my own city of 
Newton is a no less worthy winner. 
It reduced both fatal and non-fatal 
accidents last year and its efforts 
were due to the aroused interest of 
its citizens, expressed through the 
Newton Safety Council and a long 
and effective speed-control cam 
paign carried out by the police. 

"Mayor Goddard, you have well 
won this trophy and I congratulate 
the many of your citizens who are 
present.”

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Patrolman Riley 
Loses Pay Case 


Patrolman John L. Riley of the 
Newton police lost out in his long 
fight against the City of Newton this 
week when the appellate division of 
the District Courts upheld the deci- 
sion of the Newton court in a suit 
brought by Riley against the city to 
recover money withheld from his pay 
for the retirement pension fund. 

Riley was appointed to the police 
department in 1916 and resigned in 
1920. He was reappointed to the ser 
vice in 1935 with all priority rights. 
He contended that this also applied 
to his pension which was non-contrib- 
utory when he resigned in 1920. In 
the interim between that year and 
his reinstatement the contributory 
system was put into effect. No money 
was deducted from Riley's pay until 
3 years later.

The release of the 1941 fall high 
school football schedule shows that 
Newton High will play its first night 
football game on Friday, October 24, 
at the Lynn stadium against the 
Lynn Classical football team. The 
schedule, approved at a meeting of 
the School Athletic Council on Wed- 
nesday, finds Newton with nine 
games, six of which will be played 
at home. It is stated that in the 
event weather conditions make the 
night set-to impossible the game will 
be played on Saturday afternoon. 
The game with Lynn Classical is the 
return engagement of a two-year 
home and home agreement, the teams 
having met at Newton last fall. Oth- 
er changes in the local schedule 
show the dropping of Medford and 
Brockton. One of the factors in 
these changes is the later scheduling 
of the Everett game, one of the old- 
est series in local history. Annual- 
ly played about Oct. 12th as the third 
game the Everett affair will be 
played a week later as the fourth of 
the season. Replacing the two teams 
which have been dropped are Cam- 
bridge Latin and Leominster. The 
latter team takes the first Saturday 
in November while the game with 
the Cantabs will be on Oct. 11th. 
The three games away from home 
will be the Lynn Classical, Leomins- 
ter. and Brookline games. At home 
the orange and black will meet Wo- 
burn, Quincy. Cambridge, Everett, 
Fitchburg and Waltham. 

Schedules for the spring sports 
were also approved. The baseball 
season will open on April 17th at 
Arlington, with ten games listed for 
Coach Jeff Jones’ nine. The outdoor 
track team has seven meets begin- 
ning on May 3rd at the Worcester In- 
terscholastics. The tennis team will 
open stage the first of ten sched- 
uled matches and tournaments on 
April 23rd. The golf team will open 
April 28th against Belmont.

They will fill 
vacancies caused by the deaths of 
two patrolmen and the resignation 
of another. 


The budget recommendations of the 
Finance Committee were presented to 
the Board of Aldermen at a special 
meeting on Monday night. The com- 
mittee showed its accord with Mayor 
Goddard by reducing his estimates 
only $33,431.81. Chairman McKay 
of the Finance Committee made the 
pleasant prediction that Newton's 
tax rate will be still further lowered 
this year And this will be done 
although the two-platoon system has 
been granted the firemen, provision 
is being made to add two sergeants 
and six patrolmen to the Police De- 
partment, to give the policemen one 
day off in each six. and a consid- 
erable number of salary increases 
granted to clerks in city hall and 
to other employees. 

The Mayor’s budget recommenda- 
tions totalled $5,266,344.25 and the 
Finance Committee’s totalled $5,193,- 
498.57. Appropriations made before 
the budget totalled $331,081.58. The 
Water Department budget is $302,- 
190.26, as compared with the Mayor's 
recommendation of $305,530.26. The 
Mayor’s budget recommendations in- 
cluded $39,414.87 for the Middlesex 
County Hospital, and this was not 
included in the total figure of the 
Finance Committee’s recommenda- 
tions. The Aldermen had to make a 
separate appropriation on Monday 
(Continued on page 8) 


Building Shows 
Increase in March 


During the month of March 85 per- 
mits were issued by the Newton Pub- 
lic Buildings Department. The val- 
uation of the projects to be done 
under these permits was estimated 
at $336,090. Up to April 1, 1941, 
since the first of this year, 170 build- 
ing permits have been issued, and the 
cost of the work under them is $554,- 
094. In the same period last year 
there were 145 permits issued, and 
the valuation was $479,094. 

Of the permits issued last month 
23 were for single residences, with a 
valuation of $146,200. and 14 were 
for two-family houses with a valua- 
tion of $130,500. There is a large in- 
crease in the number of two-family 
houses being erected.

The WPA also al- 
lotted recently $7602 for the pistol 
range which will be erected adjoin- 
ing police headquarters at West 
Newton.

The speaker was Dr. H. M. Abra- 
ham of Cambridge. Dr. Abraham is 
connected with the New England 
Christian and Jewish Committee for 
War Relief. Dr. Abraham, who is 
of Jewish origin and Jewish faith, 
was a former prominent lawyer and 
writer of Berlin, Germany. He left 
Germany in 1939, spent approximate- 
ly a year in England, and then came 
to this country. 

Dr. Abraham spoke briefly of the 
persecution of the Jewish race in 
Germany, and mentioned that it 
was directed chiefly against the Jew- 
ish aristocracy. He described the 
plight of the world war refugees in 
not only this country but throughout 
the countries of the world. Most of 
them were forced to leave their 
homeland, leaving behind practically 
all of their worldly goods and with 
no foundation to start a new life. 
Many of them in European countries 
today are afraid of further deporta- 
tion movements, and realize that 
they may have to move again any- 
time to they know not where. 

In regard to the influence of im- 
migrants or refugees on the unem- 
ployment problem, Dr. Abraham 
called attention to the fact that the 
total immigration to the United 
States since 1933 approximated 

100.000 individuals, of which about 

35.000 were workers. With some 
7,000,000 unemployed, he felt that 
the effect of 35,000 more or less was 
negligible. 

Dr. Abraham mentioned several 
large refugee organizations in Amer- 
ica who are doing a great work to 
help the refugees regain their con- 
fidence in mankind and get a new 
start in life.

Children will find it hard to resist 
filling the attractive and enticing 
pages of a novel, eye-appealing coin 
depository called “My Own Savings 
Book” which is being distributed by 
the Newton Savings Bank in its pro- 
gram to bring to children a realiza- 
tion of the value of money and thrift. 

Colorfully illustrated with elfin- 
like figures and playful animals, and 
with a running commentary and text 
of tantalizing verse, “My Own Sav- 
ings Book” is designed to create the 
savings habit among children by 
making a game of thrift, and to teach 
them the relative values of coins and 
money.

On Tuesday at the annual banquet 
and conference of the Massachusetts 
State Safety Council, Newton was 
awarded a trophy for having had the 
best highway safety record in 1940 
for cities in Massachusetts between 

50,000 and 100,000 in population. In 
presenting this trophy Governor Sal- 
tonstall said that the reduction in 
both fatal and non-fatal accidents 
in Newton last year was due to the 
aroused interests of its citizens, ex- 
pressed through the Newton Safety 
Council, and a long and effective 
speed control campaign carried out 
by the police. 

It is not our purpose to detract 
from the commendable and contin- 
ued interest displayed by the small 
group of men and women who have 
persevered in the work of the New- 
ton Safety Council. At the request 
of Mayor Childs, the writer served 
as chairman of the organization meet- 
ing of the Newton Safety Council 
a few years ago, and there were 
about four score persons at that meet- 
ing. We observed a gradual and 
large decrease in the attendance at 
meetings of the Safety Council. 
Those of us who were sincerely in- 
terested in the council at the start, 
might have had good reasons for hav- 
ing dropped out of it, but I shall not 
state any of them now. I shall give 
credit to the limited number who con- 
tinue in the organization for their 
interest in highway safety. 

But the real reason for the drop 
in automobile accidents in Newton 
during 1940 was the action of Chief 
of Police Hughes in establishing a 30 
mile speed limit in Newton, and the 
co-operation he received from many 
members of his department in en- 
forcing this speed limit and in ap- 
prehending violators of other auto- 
mobile laws. And credit must be 
given to the members of the New- 
ton Traffic Bureau. Sergeant Burke 
and Inspectors Hammell and Dowling 
for the zeal they have shown in 
apprehending and prosecuting offend- 
ers against highway safety, and in 
endeavoring to arouse the public to 
co-operating in reducing accidents. 

For nearly a score of years the 
writer has advocated in Newton news- 
papers a campaign against speeders 
and other reckless drivers, and the 
abolition of “fixing.” I have also 
favored the operation of “traps” on 
highways to catch speeders and driv- 
ers who ignore traffic signals. In 
this I have differed from many who 
contend that “traps” are unfair to 
motorists. If the manner in which 
a trap was being operated on Com- 
monwealth ave. Wednesday night by 
two ‘Newton policemen was a cri- 
terion, I would have to admit that 
the opponents of “traps” tire right. 

Near Lake st., at the Newton- 
Boston line is a pedestrian operated 
traffic signal. A trup can well be 
operated at this place because too 
large a percentage of motorists who 
drive along the avenue at this point, 
ignore this signal. Wednesday night 
a few minutes before 9 I was driv- 
ing easterly along the avenue when 
I observed two policemen. One was 
operating the pedestrian signal. The 
other was standing 40 or 50 feet to 
the West of the signal. As I ap- 
proached at a speed of about 20 
miles an hour, the red and yellow 


lights were flashed on by the police- 
man at the signal. I stopped. A 
car coming the opposite direction did 
not. The officer at the signal blew 
his whistle and the other car halted. 
The policemen then turned on the 
green light and I started my car. 
As I did, the other policeman stepped 
out onto the highway and gave me a 
hand signal to stop. I wondered 
what kind of a game the two cops 
were playing. 

I slopped again, opened the left 
door window of the car and told 
the policeman who had stopped me 
that the officer at the signal had 
given me the green light. His reply 
was— -“I know it, but we have the 
right to stop you even when you 
have the signal light to go ahead.” 
I answered that, I knew he had this 
right, but it seemed peculiar to have 
the other policeman give one sig- 
nal and he to immediately give an 
opposite one. Whereupon the police- 
man, with whom I was talking, arro- 
gantly said “We are running this 
thing, drive along.” I did, but the 
officer at the signal again switched 
it onto red and yellow and a taxi 
coming rapidly the opposite direction 
went by the lights, got the whistle 
and stopped about 100 feet West. 

I alighted from the car and asked 
the policeman at the signal (whom 
I knew) who his partner was. He 
told me. At the same time the cou- 
ple who were in the car which had 
first passed the red and yellow lights 
came across the street to talk to 
the officer. They were a refined 
American couple apparently in their 
late 60s. The elderly gentleman was 
so flabbergasted that he could hard- 
ly speak. The lady with him said 
in a frightened voice to the police- 
man ‘He has never been stopped 
before. He will not have to go to 
court will he?” The policeman re- 
plied “That will be up to the Traf- 
fic Bureau.” 

I asked the other policeman who 
was up the road to come down to the 
signal and he did. 1 told him that 
in my opinion he had been rude, and

night for the hospital assessment. 
The remainder of its budget recom- 
mendations will be passed at the 
regular meeting of the Board next 
Monday night. 

An interesting feature of the spe- 
cial meeting Monday night was the 
attendance of groups of students from 
various colleges who are studying 
city government. These included 
students from Harvard. Boston Uni- 
versity. M. I. T. and Wellesley, and 
in addition pupils from Newton 
schools. These students were accom- 
panied by some of their professors 
and instructors. Another interesting 
matter in connection with the budget 
was the inclusion in the $1850 asked 
for the Executive Department by 
the Mayor of an item of $1000 for 
use, if necessary in conducting any 
secret investigation in the interests 
of national defence. No action was 
taken on the budget recommenda- 
tions of the Finance Committee Mon- 
day night. They were only discussed.

suggested that he engage in better 
team-work with his partner in oper- 
ating the trap, instead of giving con- 
tradictory signals. He again rei- 
terated that he had the right to dis- 
regard the signal light and stated 
that we will do as he sees fit. 

We know many members of the 
Newton police department, especial- 
ly the older officers. With few ex- 
ceptions they are our friends. We 
know they have a tough job, that if 
they do their duty they are criticised, 
and if they don’t do it, they are 
criticised. We have found most 
Newton policemen to use good judg- 
ment and courtesy. But a few, like 
the young policeman with whom we 
had the argument, think that because 
they have considerable authority vest- 
ed in them, they can ignore the 
rights of citizens and act like minia- 
ture dictators. We still believe in 
“traps,” but we don’t believe that 
any policemen operating them should 
snap on traffic signals when a car is 
so near that the driver either must 
jam on brakes or pass the light and 
be booked. Policemen who abuse 
their authority either through lack 
of common sense or arrogance, should 
be enlightened, or curbed.

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EDITORIAL 


Wrong From The 
Beginning 

The controversy over the use 
of land adjacent to Crystal Lake, 
formerly the site of the ice 
house, has temporarily been con- 
cluded as far as action by the 
Board of Aldermen is concerned. 
Two petitions were rejected re- 
cently — that for a permit for a 
gasoline station at that location 
and the more recent one seek- 
ing to change the zoning of a 
portion of the land from man- 
ufacturing to residence. The 
second petition was filed by the 
owners of the land with the un- 
derstanding that it would be 
agreeable to them provided the 
filling station permit was ob- 
tained. This understanding was 
a tactical error upon the part 
of those aldermen who tacitly 
or otherwise agreed to consider 
the evidence to be submitted. 
Either or Doth petitions should 
be decided upon their individual 
merits. Not only did the under- 
standing place the Aldermen in 
the position of being charged 
with “making a trade” but it 
made somewhat uncertain the 
sincerity of those seeking the 
filling station. Yet the under- 
standing once having been made 
that were the filling station peti- 
tion rejected the owners of the 
land would be permitted to with- 
draw their request for changing 
the zone of the remaining land 
there is a little moral justice in 
the viewpoint that their with- 
drawal be granted. 

We believe that the situation 
is best relieved by permitting 
the withdrawal of the zoning 
petition. The chief concern at 
present can only be the erection 
of some sort of manufacturing 
plant that would be permissible 
under the present zoning restric- 
tions. However, the ever-wid- 
ening interest in the proposed 
Smith Memorial Park makes it 
desirable that the city take 
steps to insure the proper pro- 
tection of the vicinity by ac-

Aldermen Pass Budget 
Of $5,193,498.57— More 
Services to Be Provided 


Alderman Hoffman Votes Against 
Budget Because of Continued Increase 


The Newton Board of Aldermen on 
Monday night voted to pass the 1941 
budget as recommended by the Fi- 
nance Committee. The budget fig- 
ures totalled $5,193,498.57, omitting 
the Water Department budget, which 
totalled $302,190.26. Appropriations 
this year before the budget have 
been $331,081.58, plus $2485.80 for 
the Water Department. In addition 
to the budget figures the Aldermen 
appropriated at the request of May- 
or Goddard, $475 for a two-way radio 
in the armored car of the police de- 
partment, $675 to equip the 5 police 
motorcycles with two-way radios, 
and $210 for 3 portable power-plants 
in fire stations for remote receivers. 
These additional radio appliances, 
and eight additional patrolmen for 
the police department, were de- 
scribed by President Floyd as neces- 
sary for "defense plans." It had 
commonly been supposed that the 
additional patrolmen were for the 
purpose of giving the members of 
the police department one day off in 
each 6, instead of one day off in 
eight, as in the past. The budget 
also provides $1000 for use by the 
Mayor in secret investigation for na- 
tional defense. 

In addition to having eight addi- 
tional patrolmen, the police depart- 
ment will have two more of its 
members with the rating of sergeant. 

The budget provides salary in- 
creases for two department heads, 66 
clerks at City Hall, and 126 other 
city employees. These increases 
total $10,067, so many of them are 
small. The Fire Department bud- 
get includes $15,000 for a new aerial 
ladder which will probably replace 
Ladder 2 at Newton Highlands. The 
old ladder will go to Engine 9 house 
at Chestnut Hill. 

Alderman Hoffman was the only 
member of the Board to vote against 
accepting the budget figures. He 
said there has been too much of an 
increase in the Newton budgets the 
past 4 years. He stated that the re- 
cent annual report of the State De- 
partment of Education shows that 
the per capita cost of education in 
Newton is still the highest in this 
State, and that Newton’s junior high 
school cost has proved too expensive. 
Referring to expensive costs in run- 
ning Newton, Hoffman said an em- 
ployee of the Library Department 
gets $2500 for handing out books. 

Alderman Hoffman said that he 
wished he could share the satisfac- 
tion expressed by the chairman of 
the Finance Committee relative to 
the 1941 budget, but it is $132,000 
higher than expenditures in 1940 and 
$369,000 higher than expenditures in 
1937. He quoted figures to show that 
in 4 years the cost o£ the Buildings 
Department increased from $160,357 
to $225,982; Fire Department from 
$264,715 to $331,015; Street Depart- 
ment from $837,647 to $936,038. He 
argued that the cost of city expenses

in 4 years is equivalent to $2 in the 
tax rate, and that the only result 
of a salary survey made in 1940 was 
a net increase in costs to taxpayers. 
He said "it would be interesting to 
know what happened to the ’self- 
analysis’ survey made by the School 
Department. Has anyone ever seen 
it?” 

Hoffman said that the prospective 
cut in the tax rate must be due to 
other factors not within the con- 
trol of the Board of Aldermen, and 
the Board should not take pride in 
any reduction of the tax rate this 
year, Hoffman argued that the in- 
crease in the Newton tax rate be- 
tween 1937 and 1939 was due to the 
administration of Governor Curley, 
and the decreases this year and last 
are due to smaller State assessments 
and increases in other revenues. He 
said that Newton’s per capita tax 
is higher than that of other citie3 
and is growing at a faster rate. Hoff- 
man contended that Newton asses- 
sors plug away at minor revaluations, 
but they never have changed the 
policy of high valuations. He said 
that Newton grew most rapidly dur- 
ing the period of high real estate 
prices, and we have, therefore, a more 
serious problem than has Wellesley 
which has grown since the depression. 

Alderman Hoffman argued that 
Newton’s debt is high, that the trend 
is unfavorable, and that the high 
cost of government in Newton can 
only be met by the Aldermen mak- 
ing lower appropriations. He be- 
lieves that Newton would get better 
service if we spent less money and 
action should be taken now. If we 
wait many more years, Newton will 
fall under a weight of a tax burden 
that will change the character of this 
fine residential community.

Supreme Court 
Sustains Verdict 
In Cullen Case 


The Massachusetts Supreme Court 
has affirmed its decision on the case 
of Bart Cullen against the City of 
Newton. The full bench of the court 
recently overruled a decision made 
by a single justice and found for 
Cullen in his contest to be restored 
to his former position of sergeant' 
mechanic in the Newton police de- 
partment. Cullen ceased to hold this 
position on July 1, 1939, after the 
Board of Aldermen early that year 
had abolished the position by refus- 
ing to make an appropriation in the 
budget for it. The Alderman had 
considered that the position was un- 
necessary. Cullen contended that 
they had not acted in good faith, and 
that his civil service status protect- 
ed him against removal from police 
service. 

A master was appointed to hear 
evidence and reported in favor of 
the city. A superior court judge 
sustained the report of the master 
and so did a judge of the Supreme 
Court. Then, the full bench of the 
highest court found for Cullen. 

Francis X. Hurley, attorney for 
Cullen, on Wednesday filed a motion 
for entry of judgment. This motion 
will be heard on April 18 by a judge 
of the Supreme Court. If granted, 
a writ will be issued ordering the 
Mayor and Chief of Police to rein- 
state Cullen. The city will have to 
pay Cullen his back salary and also 
part of the court costs. The ruling 
of the Supreme Court was based on 
the contention that Cullen should 
have been given a hearing before his 
position was abolished.

New Rules For 
Milk Delivery 
In Newton 


The Newton Health Department 
has issued an order to all milk deal- 
ers delivering milk in this city, in- 
forming them that starting October 
1, all milk bottles, cans and paper 
containers must be covered or 
equipped with caps of a type to pro- 
tect the pouring lips of the contain- 
ers. This means that instead of 
merely having a single cap to keep 
the milk from escaping from the 
bottle or container, a second cap, 
or a cap of a type that will cover 
the edges of the top of the bottle or 
container must be used. This will 
protect consumers against germs 
getting onto the lip of the bottle 
from the hands of milk truck drivers, 
or otherwise. A large percentage of 
milk dealers in Newton now use the 
protective type caps. 

The second rule which will be 
placed into effect is — that all surface 
coolers in pasteurization plants 
must have shields so that exposed 
milk will not be contaminated. Oth- 
er rules issued are — unwarranted 
use of special names for milk, such 
as "baby milk”; that deflectors be 
used on filling machines; that all 
barns at Grade A farms must have 
concrete floors, and sheathing on 
walls and ceilings and that anyone 
selling goat’s milk in Newton must 
have a license. 


Lengthy Controversy 
Precedes Rejection of 
Crystal Lake Zoning 

Petitioners For Filling Station Had 
Asked Permission to Withdraw 


Name Eligibles 
As Reserve Police 


Another episode in the long-drawn- 
out controversy over attempts to 
establish a filling station adjacent 
to Crystal Lake, Newton Centre, 
took place at City Hall on Monday 
night when the Board by a vote of 
14 to 5 voted to approve the unani- 
mous report of the Claims and Rules 
Committee, granting leave to with- 
draw to the petition (presented last 
vear) of Elsie Tufts (Metropolitan 
Ice Company), which asked that a 
lot of land on the north side of Nor- 
wood ave. bo changed from business 
zone to single residence zone; and 
the petition of the Purity-Crystal Ice 
Company which asked that the land 
formerly occupied by the Crystal 
Lake Ice Company, and lying be- 
tween Centre st., Norwood ave. and 
the lake, be changed from manufac- 
turing to general residence zone. De- 
bate on the matter took nearly two 
hours of the Board’s time and was 
featured by bitter retorts. 

Alderman Rawson, chairman of 
the Claims and Rules Committee, in 
presenting the report, said it has 
been the custom of the Board to 
grant petitioners leave to withdraw 
their petitions if they desire to do 
so. He gave as an example the case 
in recent months where John Rich- 
ardson of Dover was granted leave 
to withdraw a petition he had filed 
for a change of zone of land on the 
Worcester turnpike near Florence 
st. Rawson said that Elsie Tufts 
had filed a petition for a permit to 
establish a filling station at the lo- 
cus, corner of Centre st. and Nor- 
wood ave., and the two zoning peti- 
tions had also been filed at that 
time, contingent upon the granting 
of the petition for the gasoline sta- 
tion. He commented that The New- 
ton Planning Board had reported 
unfavorably on the zoning petitions; 
the Planning Board having declined 
to act on these petitions because 
they were contingent on the petition 
asking for thb gasoline station per- 
mit. 

Alderman Gaddis opposed the re- 
port of the committee. He said that 
the Board was not obligated to al- 
low the petitioners to withdraw 
their petitioners. He said that his ! 
decision to favor the rezoning, and 
thus oppose the committee’s recom- 
mendation for the withdrawal of 
the petitions had been brought 
about by the remark made at a pre- 
ceding meeting by Alderman Raw- 
son when the latter said that a 
business block or manufacturing es- ‘ 


tablishment might be erected on the 
ice company property in question. 
Alderman Hughes said that the 
Claims and Rules Committee had ex- 
ecuted a back-flop in making the 
report, that rezoning is the only 
available remedy to clean up the sit- 
uation caused by the condition of the 
ice company property near Crystal 
Lake, and it is more important to 
consider the welfare of the city and 
the people who own properties 
around Crystal Lake than it is to de- 
fer to the petitioners. 

Alderman Lee favored the report 
of the committee. He said the two 
petitions were filed in good faith con- 
tingent to the granting of the peti- 
tion for the gasoline station, and 
these petitions had come together. 
He said he is interested in the pub- 
lic, but our dealings with taxpayers 
require good faith. Alderman Hughes 
said Lee had presented a hypotheti- 
cal case, and if the Aldermen did not 
consider this matter on its merits, 
they would be establishing a very 
dangerous precedent. He said the 
ice company had permitted a bad 
condition to exist at the property for 
a number of years, to allow the peti- 
tions to be withdrawn would con- 
tinue this condition, and that no 
member of the Board had admitted 
that any agreement had been en- 
tered into with the petitioners. 
Hughes commented that the Aider- 
men should keep good faith with the 
citizens who have elected us, and 
not with the petitioners who have 
kept the property near the lake in 
the condition in which it is.

Alderman Jamieson said he agreed 
with Alderman Lee. He said the ef- 
fort to rezone the property did not 
emanate from the petitioners, but 
from the Newton Centre Improve- 
ment Association. Alderman Everts 
favored the report and said the 
petitions had been entered together, 
so it would be unfair on his part 
to vote against the committee’s re- 
port. Alderman Hughes said the 
ice company has not co-operated and 
has acted like a spoiled kid. He ar- 
gued that the city should take any 
property that will benefit the peo- 
ple of the city. Alderman Rawson 
referred to a case in 1935 when the 
city refused to change a parcel of 
land from general to private resi- 
dence zone because it was argued 
that to do so would be confiscation. 
He said he had been working for the 
interests of the city during all the 
years he has been on the Claims 
and Rules Committee. 

Alderman Hoffman said the ice 
company had made a strong pro- 
test against the rezoning of its prop- 
erty near Cold Spring swamp area, 
nevertheless the Claims and Rules 
Committee recommended that this 
property be rezoned. Hoffman called 
it a parallel case. Alderman Rawson 
said that the rezoning Hoffman re- 
ferred to dealt with the size of house 
lots, and was not a parallel case. 

Alderman McKay read a long 
speech in which he disagreed with 
the report of the committee and 
favored the rezoning of the ice com- 
pany property. This speech is print- 
ed elsewhere in this issue of The 
GRAPHIC. 

Alderman Hughes interrupted Mc- 
Kay to quote from a speech made 
by Alderman Rawson at a meeting 
of the Board of April 17, 1939 when 
Rawson was opposing the majority 
report of the Claims and Rules Com- 
mittee on a petition to allow the 
Florence Crittenton Society to use 
the Clark residence on Claremont 
st., Newton, as a home for girls in 
its custody. 

Alderman Temperley opposed the 
report of the committee. He said 
there are public service companies 
and semi-public service companies 
which cater to public good will, and 
some do not. He told of the petitioQs 
entered in 1930 by the Gas Company 
for permits to erect a large gas holder 
and service yard near Grove st., be- 
tween Auburndale and Lower Falls, 
and how the Gas Company withdrew 
these petitions and co-operated in 
the changing of its property from 
manufacturing to single residence 
zone in deference to the wishes of 
Auburndale residents. He contrasted 
this with the attitude of the ice 
company in its treatment of the peo- 
ple of Newton Centre by continuing 
the nuisance caused by the condi- 
tion of its property near Crystal 
Lake. 

Alderman Rawson said he did not 
have to write his speeches. He com- 
mented that he understood there 
was to be a glorious memorial on 
the ice company land and that the 
public and the children would rally 
toward creating this memorial by 
contributing dimes and nickels, so 
why w’as there worry about the fu- 
ture of the property. Rawson said 
the memorial project reminded him 
of the definition of the Missouri mule. 
It had no pride of ancestry, and no 
hope of posterity. Alderman Walker 
said the reputations of the seven 
members of the Claims and Rules 
Committee can safely be left to the 
judgment of the members of the 
Board of Aldermen. He argued that 
the matter of granting leave to with- 
draw to the petitions is a question 
of fairness, decency and self-respect, 
that the owners of the property had 
stated they would be willing to re- 
strict the zoning of the remainder 
of their land near the lake, if the 
permit for the filling station were 
granted. He said he could not hold 
his head up, and be faithful to his 
oath of olfice if he did not vote for 
granting leave to the withdrawal of 
the two petitions. 

Alderman Hoffman said this mess 
is due to the luck of clear thinking 
on the part of the Aldermen at the 


outset. The contingent petitions 
should not have been brought in to- 
gether. He said that he believed 
a majority of the Aldermen will vote 
to rezone the property, but a peti- 
tion for such rezoning should be 
brought in clean cut, and the Board 
should accept the present recommen- 
dation of the Claims and Rules Com- 
mittee. 

Alderman McKay, replying to Al- 
derman Rawson’s twitting at his plan 
for the memorial, said that if sab- 
otage had not been practiced on his 
project by some members of the 
Board of Aldermen, during the past 
6 months, he would have made more 
progress on the memorial project. 
McKay said he had advised some 
members of the Aldermen not to 
bring out certain issues at the meet- 
ing, but since they had seen fit to 
do so, he would reveal that he had 
been invited to attend the first meet- 
ing which had been held at the res- 
idence of a Newton Centre citizen re- 
siding near Crystal Lake when the 
matter of the rezoning was first dis- 
cussed. McKay said that meeting 
was attended by several members 
of the Board of Aldermen, and others 
interested in the gasoline station and 
the ice companv property. He said 
that the granting of the permit for 
the gasoline station and the rezon- 
ing contingent upon it, was put up 
as a plain, bold deal, and "I said I 
would have nothing to do with it. I 
was not invited again.” 

Alderman Hughes asked that the 
matter be referred back to the com- 
mittee, now that the barnacle of 
the filling station had been removed, 
and that a hearing be held to obtain 
the sentiment of the public on this 
matter. Hughes said he regretted 
to see Alderman Rawson step out of 
his usual role as the champion of 
Newton citizens, to fight for a mythi- 
cal right of a public service com- 
pany. Alderman Rawson moved the 
previous question. Alderman McKay 
asked that action on this matter be 
held over until the next meeting 
so that we can hear what the public 
and the Planning Board says. 

President Floyd put the question 
to a voice vote and declared it car- 
ried. Alderman Temperley doubted 
the vote, so a rising vote was taken. 
Those who voted to accept the com- 
mittee’s report and allow the zon- 
ing petitions to be withdrawn were 
Aldermen Lee, Fahey, Schipper, Ev- 
erts, Whidden, Bacon, Floyd, Walk- 
er, Jamieson, Hoffman, Inches, Lock- 
wood, Rawson and Eustis. Those who 
voted in the negative were: Aider- 
men Cronin, Hughes, McKay, Gaddis 
and Temperley. Alderman Barwise 
did not vote. Alderman Eaton was 
absent.

Honor Students

National Society 

The Newton Chapter of the Na- 
tional Honor Society of High School 
students held its annual induction 
ceremony at the Newton High School 
on Wednesday morning.

Mr. Green introduced Dr. Zezork 
who gave an inspiring and thought- 
provoking talk on “What America 
Means To Me.” The speaker was 
formerly general secretary of the 
German Baptist Youth Movement 
and a speaker and commentator for 
the German National Broadcasting 
Company in 1935 and 1936.

The selection of members to the 
National Honor Society is based on 
the four qualities noted. To be elig- 
ible a pupil must be in the upper 25 
per cent of his class scholastically, 
must have no red marks at regular 
marking period during the year of 
election, and must have been in 
school for one year.

It 
is too bad that instead of having at- 
tended that meeting, the students of 
government did not attend the meet- 
ing of the Aldermen held last Mon- 
day night. It would have been much 
more interesting, and a far better 
demonstration of “democracy at 
work.” 

The meeting held on March 31 was 
a special one, and was devoted most- 
ly to a reading of the report of 
the Finance Committee on its budget 
recommendations. The meeting was 
quite colorless, apart from some 
queries made by Alderman Hoffman. 
But the meeting held last Monday 
night, April 7, was something else. 
Had the college students attended 
that meeting, they would have been 
more entertained. They would have 
listened to some arguments tinged 
with bitterness, heard pleas for good 
faith, decency and the rights of the 
public, and observed such intensity 
of emotions as revealed by the facial 
expressions of several of the Aider- 
men as are rarely witnessed, at least 
in this intelligent, legislative body 
of the City of Newton. A few of the 
Aldermen became so nerved up dur- 
ing the discussion, that the floridness 
of their faces indicated a blood pres- 
sure which might have produced a 
cerebral hemorrhage. 

Alderman Hoffman contributed a 
worth while contribution to the dis- 
cussion when he remarked that the 
mess was caused by the mistake of 
the Aldermen in permitting a peti- 
tion for a gasoline station permit 
to be linked up with accompanying 
petitions for rezoning oT land, con- 
tingent on the granting of the fill- 
ing station permit. All of the Aider- 
men did not make this mistake. From 
the start, some opposed this traffick- 
ing in the exercise of an Aldermanic 
power, which should not have been 
indulged in, and which created a dan- 
gerous precedent. Alderman Tem- 
perley also made a pertinent remark 
when he contrasted the attitude of 
the company owning the property in 
question with the attitude displayed 
by the Boston Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany in 1930 relative to land at Aub- 
urndale. The Gas Company desired 
to use this land, which was in a man- 
ufacturing zone, for plant purposes. 
But when this public utility corpora- 
tion realized that its desire was con- 
trary to the wishes of the people 
of Auburndale and Lower Falls, it 
willingly co-operated in having this 
property changed to a residence zone. 
This is quite in contrast with the 
attitude displayed during the past 8 
years by the owners of the property 
near Crystal Lake over which there 
has been so much controversy. 


During the World War in which 
this country was engaged in 1917- 
1918, there was much ridiculous ac- 
tivity (or should we say hysteria) 
on the part of many citizens of the 
U. S. A. who endeavored to mani- 
fest their patriotism by “opera 
bouffe” manifestations of zeal. We 
are having a repetition of this non- 
sense at the present time, when an- 
other involvement in a European war 
by this country appears to be im- 
minent. No intelligent person will 
disapprove of practical preparations 
for national defence. For the past 
three years the writer has frequent- 
ly criticised the slowness of the U. 
S. A. in making such preparations. 
We have also made reference to the 
"Don Quixote” stuff. 

In this category we are inclined to 
include the appropriation of $475 
made by the Board of Aldermen (on 
the request of the Mayor) last Mon- 
day night for the purpose of install- 
ing two-way radio equipment in the 
armored car of the Newton police 
department as part of Newton’s con- 
tribution to national defence. This 
car was purchased by the City of 
Newton in 1934 after the bandit ac- 
tivities of the Millen brothers and 
Faber had come to a climax in Feb- 
ruary, 1934, in the adjoining town 
of Needham. A bank was robbed 
there, and a policeman and fireman 
killed. As a result, Newton Aider- 
men made an appropriation of sev- 
eral thousands of dollars to purchase 
an armored car, bullet-proof vests 
and modern revolvers for our police 
department. 

On August 23, 1934, the Newton 
police exhibited their new equipment 
by staging a “bandit hold-up” of the 
Newton Trust Company at Newton 
Center. Pseudo bandits, impersona- 
ted by four members of the New- 
ton police, held-up the trust compa- 
ny office. An alarm was sounded by 
bank employees and within a cou- 
ple of minutes five police cars, in- 
cluding the “armored car” had con- 
verged on Newton Centre square 
and captured the bandits. A gal- 
lery of 1000 or more spectators wit- 
nessed the performance. It was quite 
a show. But, several months later, 
on January 18, 1935, real bandits 
performed a real hold-up at the Earn- 
shaw Knitting Company in Nonan- 
tum, stole $10,000 and made a suc- 
cessful getaway before the Newton 
police even knew of the robbery. In 
recalling this we mean to offer no 
criticism of the Newton police. We 
simply are showing that there is a 
big difference between prearranged, 
fake commissions of crime and the 
“real McCoy,” when the real worth 
of armored cars and other preven- 
tives is concerned. 

The armored car was used regular- 
ly by the Newton police in cruising 
work for uwhile, but it has been in 
storage for several years. It was so 
heavy and unwieldy, and wore out 


brakes and tires so rapidly, that it 
was not practical to operate it reg- 
ularly. Just what purpose it would 
serve in national defence that war- 
rants the expenditure of $475 to 
equip it with a two-way radio, we 
don’t know. Perhaps those who 
sponsored thjs idea can give detailed 
information. 

We were interested to read in the 
papers the past week of a statement 
made by Congressman Foster Stearns 
of New Hampshire that this country 
"must get tough” in dealing with 
Hitler and his tough associates. This 
attitude on the part of Mr. Stearns 
interested us because we remem- 
bered him as a very mild-mannered 
boy when he attended the Bigelow 
School in Newton. The son of Cal- 
vin Coolidge’s sponsor, Frank W. 
Stearns, Foster Stearns was an ideal- 
istically inclined youth who entered 
the ministry. Ordinarily he be- 
lieves in anything but toughness, 
but he realizes one cannot overcome 
a ruthless bully by turning the left 
cheek after having been walloped 
on the right cheek. 


The latest “blitz” success of the 
German armies and air forces in 
their three days’ drive through Yugo- 
slavia and Greece to capture the 
vitally important city of Salonika 
has resulted in admission of great 
apprehension from persons in high 
positions both in this country and 
abroad, who only a few days ago 
were talking optimistically of the 
assured defeat of the Axis Powers. 
The alleged great obstacles which 
the mountainous Balkans were to 
present to the Nazis were quickly 
overcome by Hitler’s forces. 

This latest amazing feat of Hit- 
ler’s terrific war machine came just 
a couple of weeks, or less, after the 
publication in Collier’s Weekly of 
Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh’s lat- 
est dissertation on the war and this 
country’s involvement in it. This re- 
cent popular idol of the U. S. A., and 
now one of its most adversely criti- 
cized citizens, is not, in our opinion, 
correct in all his views, but in many 
things he has told the truth, and 
because he has had the courage to 
face facts, he has been castigated. 
Lindbergh had far more opportuni- 
ties to become acquainted with real 
conditions in Europe, and with the 
comparative strength of Germany, 
Russia. Britain and France than did 
our politicians, publicists and edu- 
cators who recently made brief vis- 
its abroad. He was accused of be- 
ing a Nazi tool when he told Cham- 
berlain and other British leaders of 
Germany’s strength and Russia’s 
weakness in air forces and arma- 
ments. His statements regarding 
Britain and France’s weakness in 
restraining Hitler and apathy in pre- 
paring for defense have been proved 
true. His accusation that the U. 
S. A. has delayed in making prepa- 
rations for defense cannot be de- 
nied, nor can his charge that inten- 
sive propaganda has been and is be- 
ing waged to bring this country into 
the war. This country is not now, 
as Lindbergh says, prepared to wage 
a successful war — nor will it be 
within one year, or two years unless 
production is stepped up to a far 
greater degree than it has been dur- 
ing the past year. And the current 
strife between capital and labor in 
our land does not offer much en- 
couragement for Britain in her ap- 
peals for ships, airplanes and other 
war supplies. 

Winston Churchill’s solemn speech 
to the House of Commons on Wednes- 
day did not indicate that aid from the 
U. S. A. in 1942 or later will be of 
much avail. The wishful thinkers 
of this country should cease delud- 
ing themselves, and face the real 
conditions which confront us. 

A few days ago the big publicist 
from the plains of Texas, Martin 
Dies, urged that an expeditionary 
force of young American soldiers be 
sent to Greece and Yugoslavia. 
Does he still believe that such an 
A. E. F. could reach those countries 
in time to be of assistance? 


Dorothy Thompson on April 4 ad- 
dressed a meeting in Boston spon- 
sored by persons, some of whom ad- 
vocate a political union of this coun- 
try with the British Empire. From 
the report of her speech, as referred 
to somewhat briefly in Boston news- 
papers on April 5, Miss Thompson 
must have been disappointing to some 
of the advocates of such a union. 
We are not surprised at her seem- 
ing change of attitude. Because in 
her syndicated article on March 26, 
Miss Thompson wrote — “Briefly, I 
think we ought to use this war to 
prove once and for all time that 
war is hooey, that all historical 
causes for it have disappeared, that 
the age of imperialism has passed, 
and that the age of Power for Hu- 
manity has dawned; that we, the 
American people, have the answer, 
and we, the generation alive in 1941 
are in on the greatest revolution in 
all human history.” 

In this same article Miss Thomp- 
son cont inued by saying “There have 
been all sorts of slogans used to ra- 
tionalize wars, but behind them is 
the plain fact that most of them have 
been for markets. That’s one of the 
things that this war started to be 
about, and that’s what our left-wing 
friends mean when they say it’s ’just 
another imperialist war.’ But in the 
course of the war, we are going 
to learn something if we keep our 
eyes peeled— every last one of us, 
and every last nation — namely that 
it isn’t for markets, but for a way 
of life, and that our markets are 
in our own back yards, and that our 
own backyards are everyone else’s.”

i Patrolman Riley 
Suggests Traffic 
Changes at Newton 

Patrolman Timothy Riley, who 
has been stationed at Newton Cor- 
ner for the past four years, and 
whose duties include the supervision 
of Nonantum sq., the most compli- 
I cated traffic area in Newton, offers 
! some interesting suggestions which 
he believes will improve conditions 
there. Nonantum sq. is the terminal 
for the bus lines of the Middlesex & 
. Boston company, and is the point 
where most Newton passengers of 
the Boston Elevated Railroad board 
and leave cars. A very large num- 
i her of motor vehicles pass through 
this square, adding to the traffic 
problems there. 

Patrolman Riley calls attention to 
the fact that the Middlesex & Bos- 
ton buses from Waltham and Fram- 
ingham (and way points) now travel 
easterly along Washington st., make 
a sharp left turn through heavy traf- 
fic onto narrow Bacon st., require 
the entire width of Pearl st. to 
make another turn, and again create 
a dangerous traffic hazard turning 
right from Pearl onto Centre st. to 
reach the present terminus in the 
square. There the buses during rush 
hours seriously interfere with the 
normal flow of traffic. He says that 
thousands of daily commuters trans- 
ferring between the buses and the 
Elevated cars are forced to cross 
the square under present conditions. 

He suggests that to eliminate 
these conditions the buses enter 
Newton Comer by coming straight 
down Washington st., discharge pas- 
sengers on Centre st., opposite the 
Newton Comer Market and the Ken- 
nedy store, and then continue on, 
turning right on Washington st., and 
turning around either at the site of 
the old fire-engine house, or at the 
junction of Washington and Park 
sts., circling the small park. He 
states that buses ahead of schedule 
should remain on Washington st., 
the other side of the B & A railroad 
bridge, re-entering Nonantum sq. to 
pick up passengers at the trolley 
stop, opposite the Waldorf restau- 
rant, leaving immediately, just as 
do the trolley’s, and thus, he says, 
greatly relieving congestion. 

In Patrolman Riley’s opinion this 
plan would eliminate the necessity 
of bus and trolley passengers cross- 
ing the heavily travelled traffic ar- 
teries at Nonantum sq., traffic haz- 
ards at Washington and Bacon, Pearl 
and Centre sts. would be lessened, 
and more parking space in the square 
would be created. 

Patrolman Riley also suggests that 
if the traffic tower at Nonantum sq. 
were set back several feet, or re- 
moved. and traffic signals installed 
at other locations, traffic entering 
Newton Comer from the West, could 
continue along Washington st., thus 
eliminating the detour through Hall 
st. He says a wider turn at tne 
location of the traffic tower would 
greatly facilitate traffic to Water- 
town, and a traffic signal near the 
bank building would allow traffic 
from Boston and Watertown to en- 
ter Centre st. to the left of the build- 
ing and would allow traffic from 
Boston and Watertown to enter Cen- 
tre st. to the left of the building, 
rather than the complicated way of 
circling the building, as at present.

Taxpayers’ Assn. 
Approves Budget 

Praising the present administra- 
tion of the city as “efficiently and 
as economically as is consistent with 
necessary services to citizens” the 
Newton Taxpayers’ Association this 
week issued a statement approving 
increased outlays for certain pur- 
poses. Among the budget matters 
the Association approves are certain 
salary increases, replacement of cer- 
tain automotive equipment, new boi- 
lers at the high school, the use of 
surplus funds to care for the "must” 
items of the two-platoon system 
in the fire department, and the day 
oft in six for the police department. 
The Association concludes that it 
will continue to cooperate in seek- 
ing additional improvements, econ- 
omy and efficiency in municipal af- 
fairs. 

The statement follows: 

“Officers and directors of the New- 
ton Taxpayers’ Association, Inc., 
have had several long discussions 
with the mayor, members of the Fi- 
nance Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen, and some of the depart- 
ment heads in connection with the 
1941 budget. The directors feel that 
it is not in the province of the Tax- 
payers’ Association to question the 
judgment of department heads and 
other city officials in matters of mi- 
nor detail, but the principal items 
of the budget have been carefully 
studied. 

“Increases in salaries for clerks 
in City Hall are the result of a re- 
cent study by a committee of the 
Board of Aldermen of salary sched- 
ules among city emp'oyees. Fire- 
men, policemen and teachers in New- 
ton have received benefits in the past 
and readjustment of salaries in City 
Hall should be the means of abolish- 
ing inequalities which have been ev- 
ident. Although the cost may be 
slightly higher, the morale of em- 
ployees should be considerably im- 
proved with resulting increased effi- 
ciency in city departments. 

"With the national defense pro- 
gram getting underway, there is ev- 
ery likelihood of increased costs ill 
automotive equipment, and the di- 
rectors of the association agree with 
the mayor and city officials that it 
would be false economy to delay nec- 
essary replacements. 

“One substantial item in this year’s 
budget is the cost of preliminary 
work on the installation of new boil- 
ers at the Newton High School. 
There have been four reports from 
qualified engineers during the last 
ten years and all of them have point- 
ed out the necessity for this work 
to be done as soon as possible. The 
work proposed this year at the 
cost of $75,000 should save nearly 
$5000 for fuel, maintenance, and re- 
pair costs even beginning with the

first year. The installation cost of 
equipment and labor will undoubted- 
ly be less in 1941 than in future 
years. Since it is evident that the 
work must be done soon anyway, the 
directors of the Association feel that 
it is wise to proceed as the mayor 
has recommended. 

“If figures for the two years, 1940 
and 1941, are compared, it would 
seem that the actual cost of operat- 
ing the city would have been sub- 
stantially reduced in 1941 had it 
not been for the “must” items in the 
1941 figures, which include the cost 
of installing a two-platoon system, 
the cost of additional patrolmen in 
order to install a day off in six for 
the Police Department, and capital 
expenditures for a new ladder truck 
for the Fire Department and the high 
school boilers. With the record city 
surplus from which to draw if nec- 
essary this year and with larger 
amounts than were expected in dis- 
bursements from the state, it is 
proper that in 1941 the city should 
make use of these extra funds tc 
take care of necessary capital out- 
lays rather than waiting until some 
year when the financial condition of 
the city may not be as favorable. 

“There is every indication that 
there will be a reduction in the tax 
rate in 1941. The trend is in the 
right direction from the standpoint 
of the taxpayers of the City of New- 
ton. Improvements are still possible, 
however, and the Taxpayers’ Asso- 
ciation will continue to co-operate 
with city officials attempting to find 
ways and means for added economy 
and efficiency in municipal affairs. 
Members of the Association and all 
other taxpayers of Newton may take 
satisfaction in the conscientious ef- 
forts of the present administration to 
operate the city’s affairs efficiently 
and as economically as is consistent 
with necessary services to citizens.’’

Alderman McKay Opposes 
W ithdrawal of Zoning 
Petition In Long Argument 


At the meeting of the Board of I ever done it. I have read the City 


Aldermen on Monday night, Alder- 
man Donald McKay, sponsor of the 
plan to convert the ice company 
property near Crystal Lake into a 
memorial park honoring Rev. Sam- 
uel F. Smith, author of the patrio- 
tic hymn, "America,” read a lengthy 
speech opposing the report of the 
Claims and Rules Committee, which 
recommended that leave to withdraw 
be given to the petition of Elsie 
Tufts and the Purity-Crystal Ice 
Company, that parcels of land owned 
by the ice company near Centre st., 
Norwood ave., and Crystal Lake, be 
changed from business and manu- 
facturing zones to residence zones. 
Alderman McKay’s speech in part 
follows: 

"The Claims and Rules Committee 
has unanimously reported Leave to 
Withdraw. I know of no precedent 
under similar circumstances. They 
are apparently confusing this with 
an entirely different type of petitions 
— those where someone is seeking a 
personal right, of interest only to 
himself, such as an auctioneer’s li- 
cense, conversion of a single into a 
two-family house, a taxi stand or 
some permissive non-conforming use. 
Never have I known of a petition 
which is in the public interest being 
so casually treated. It is ominous 
because six months ago this same 
committee unanimously reported 
granting it, and then suddenly re- 
quested their report be returned to 
committee. It is not my intent to 
chide in an unfriendly way those who 
were motivated by sincere and hon- 
est desires to remedy a bad situa- 
tion, but unfortunately in my opinion 
and that of Newton generally they 
adopted a most unwise method of 
accomplishing it. 

Let us examine the facts. 

'Many of you were members of 
this board when some time after the 
ice-house burned, long and serious 
conferences were held in committee- 
of-the-whole as to the advisability 
of rezoning that property from man- 
ufacturing to residential. Members 
of this present committee were 
eager to make that change. Upon 
the advice of certain ones it was 
agreed to defer action until more 
time had elapsed, as possibly the 
owners could establish they had been 
damaged by being prevented from 
continuing in the ice business. So 
time went on and seven years have 
now passed. Some of us began dis- 
cussing it again prior to the filing 
of the several petitions a year ago. 
The petition on the part of the own- 
ers to do the very thing everyone 
desired seemed very fortunate. It 
was only known to a very few that 
there was a condition attached, that 
the city had to pay a price. That 
was not written in the petitions. It 
was verbally conveyed by the com- 
pany’s representative. 

“I have publicly accused the ice 
company of leaving the property in 
its unsightly condition for its nui- 
sance value. Later in these remarks 
I shall use the simile 'gun' as illus- 
trating a point. I now quote from 
a letter to the editor published in 
The NEWTON GRAPHIC, signed by 
Allen T. Rogers, a director of and 
attorney for the Metropolitan Ice 
Company. I quote ‘I wish to advise 
that no ice has ever been harvested 
at Crystal Lake since the property 
was taken over by Metropolitan Ice 
Company, and the ice manufactur- 
ing plant located at the property 
near the intersection of Walnut and 
Beacon sts. was shut down in 1933 
and has since been dismantled.’ La- 
ter too I shall comment on that lat- 
ter property. It would not seem that 
the company will suffer damages to 
its ice business if this land is re- 
zoned. 

“I doubt if many of you have done 
what I have in the past few days. 
In fact I doubt if one of you has

“A year ago the Planning Board 
refused to approve the Zoning peti- 
tion because, as a member has told 
me, they did not relish the trading 
factors involved. A few days ago 
the Planning Board held a meeting 
and the mntter was introduced Inas- 
much as it is now a clean-cut (or 
should be) question of rezoning. To 
divert a moment I shall say what 
of course you all know, that the 
Planning Board has advisory powers 
only. But there is a provision in our 
ordinance that if the Planning Board 
disapproves of a zoning change or ex- 
presses no opinion it requires a three- 
quarters vote (16 aldermen) to effect 
it. If the Planning Board approves 
the change then a two-thirds vote 
(14 aldermen) is all that is neces- 
sary unless there is a written pro- 
test by an abutter. At their meet- 
ing, March 26, it was discovered that 
they had not been asked for an opin- 
ion by the Claims and Rules Com- 
mittee. Strange as it may seem, 
this is a prerequisite. Therefore they 
were stymied. 

“Now a brief summary, and a few 
concluding remarks. I have only 
touched on a few high spots in a very 
brief way. A great deal more could 
be said. 

“1 — For many years it has been 
considered advisable and in the pub- 
lic interest to rezone this region up- 
wards. 

“2 — The Claims and Rules Com- 
mittee so recommended unanimously 
last September. 

“3— Hundreds of Newton property 
owners have had their property 
‘confiscated’ (so-called) by zoning. 
The law provides that this be done. 

“4 — If this land is not now re- 
zoned there is the implied threat that 
it may be used for some purpose 
detrimental to the neighboring prop- 
erty owners and Newton in general. 

“5— The owners have petitioned 
that it be done. This representative 
body cannot traffic in permits, fran- 
chises and petitions. Those who 
have been misled have been sinned 
against, more than sinning. 

“ 6 — Any Aldermen who cannot 
subscribe to the foregoing is not true 
to his oath of office. The word ‘in- 
fidel’ has been used by one in a 
somewhat similar case, but that is 
putting it pretty strongly. If any- 
one cannot vote for the city’s inter- 
est he should ask to be excused from 
voting. 

“I have served on this Board over 
eight years with more than fifty 
different Aldermen. I count the 
members of Claims and Rules among 
my best friends. Parliamentary de- 
bates don’t sever friendships. I hope 
they serve the city for many more 
years. It would be a very great loss 
if any one of them retired. I have 
been proud of the unswerving courage 
of the Chairman in defending New- 
ton’s zoning ordinance. I want him 
to continue the same way. 

“I want to close by repeating two 
quotations from the record?.: 

“ ‘Alderman Philip Nichols said 
the law had given them the means 
to save Newton for their children. 
He believed that now is the splendid 
opportunity as members of the Board 
of Aldermen to save the city which 
has been intrusted to their care.’ ' 


Clerk’s records of 1922 when the 
zoning ordinance was introduced in 
January, debated for months and 
successfully enacted on the third at- 
tempt. December 27th. I have also 
read the debates when amendments 
were later adopted. I am going 
to quote copiously from these records, 
and from The GRAPHIC, whose files 
I have thoroughly searched.” 

In his many quotations from the 
records of the City Clerk and from 
editorial comments in The NEWTON 
GRAPHIC, Alderman McKay re- 
ferred to the long and bitter fight 
which was made against zoning in 
1922, and of the frequent arguments 
made by the minority then in oppo- 
sition, that to zone land would be 
confiscation. He also quoted the 
arguments offered by Alderman 
Whidden, Nichols, Jewell and Salton- 
stall, members of the 1922 Board 
who favored zoning as protection for 
the future of the city and for the 
great majority of property owners 
here. He told how Mayor Childs 
in 1922 vetoed the vote of the ma- 
jority of the Board in passing the 
zoning ordinance as it was then 
drawn, and how, after 12 months the 
Board of Aldermen, in 1923, final- 
ly passed a zoning ordinance which 
was in later years amended to in- 
clude much larger areas in single 
residence zones. 

“The entire shore circumference of 
Crystal Lake has the same character, 
except the stretch from the bath- 
house east along the railroad tracks. 

That section can easily be made to 
conform with the rest as has recent- 
ly been done near Lake ave. — a wall, 
filling and landscaping. The ice com- 
pany land is of like character with 
all the residental shore line. True, 
it is near the railroad, but that does 
not preclude residential develop- 
ment. Along the railroad from Bos- 
ton to Riverside can be seen houses 
much nearer the tracks than any 
need be on this lot. In zoning New- 
ton no account was taken of 
swamps, or ledges or abutting rail- 
road. or embankments, or noises or 
construction obstacles when the resi- 
dential zones were established. Such 
conditions are the hard luck of the 
owners. In the city records are 
many instances of protest that land 
was being put in the residential zone 
which the objector claimed was con- 
fiscatory. Land on both sides of 
Boylston st. is zoned almost without 
exception as residential, and all 
Boards have consistently denied the 
owners the right to use it otherwise. 

It is in the public interest to do so. 

"The Boston & Albany might well 
consider installing a new station- 
stop at this locus,— naming it Aver- 
nus-on-the-Lake — The Sun Valley 
of Newton, skating, skiing, sailing 
and swimming. •

Several Oppose 
Oil Storage At 
Newton U. Falls 


The petition of the Chadwick Coal 
Yards, Inc., for a permit to store 
60,000 gallons of fuel and range oil 
in three underground tanks at its 
property adjoining Oak st. Mil the 
New Haven railroad at Upper Falls 
was given a public hearing on Mon- 
day night before the Board of Al- 
dermen. James P. Gallagher ap- 
peared as attorney for the petition- 
ers. 

He said the company has been es- 
tablished at this location for many 
years and has been under the pres- 
ent management since 1927. The 
property abutts the railroad tracks 
and is in a manufacturing zone. The 
present trend in fuel is toward oil, 
the tanks will be underground, the 
petition has the approval of Chief 
Randlett of the Fire Department, 
and public interest will not suffer 
by the granting of it. 

Alderman Temperley asked how 
much oil the Chadwick Company 
would sell in a week, and Attorney 
Gallagher replied that this would de- 
pend on the weather. Temperley 
also asked if other dealers will buy 
oil from the Chadwick Company, and 
the attorney for the petitioner an- 
swered that he had no knowledge of 
such a plan. He commented that the 
larger amount of storage, the less 
trucking will be necessary in carry- 
ing oil to the yard. 

Hugh Stevenson of 142 Oak st. 
Upper Falls, protested against the 
granting of the permit. He said he 
owns a 16-room house near the coal 
yard, which represents his life’s sav- 
ings. and he considers the storage of 
oil there would be unsafe. City Clerk 
Grant read a letter of protest which 
was signed by several owners of 
properties nearby on Abbott, Wil- 
liams and Chestnut sts.

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Rotary Club 


Mr. Kenneth S. Dale, General Sec- 
retary of the Newton Y. M. C. A., 
spoke on the subject, “Your Most 
Constructive Asset,” at the weekly 
meeting of the Newton Rotary Club 
last Monday at the Brae Burn Coun- 
try Club. Mr. Dale, who is himself 
a Newton Rotarian, emphasized the 
fact that the initial letters of his 
subject, and also those of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, are the 
same — Y. M. C. A. 

In sketching briefly the history of 
the Y. M. C. A., Mr. Dale stated that 
it was founded in London, England, 
in 1844, by a group of young men 
led by George Williams, who was 
then only nineteen years old. The 
primary purpose of the association 
is to encourage young men and boys 
to live in accordance with the teach- 
ings of Christ. In pursuance of this 
purpose the association, which is 
non-sectarian, is interested in all 
wholesome forms of recreation, all 
activities that promote healthful 
living, and all programs and tech- 
niques which increase the sensitivity 
of youth toward spiritual truth. It 
believes in the integration of the to- 
tal personality of the individual and 
in the development of a social, po- 
litical and economic order in which 
this may best be accomplished. It is 
desirous that those within the in- 
fluence of the association experience 
greater vocational, social, intellec- 
tual and spiritual harmony. 

The Newton Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association, according to the 
general secretary, has a large and 
varied program to fit the needs of 
its membership, which totaled just 
over 3000 last year. On this pro- 
gram are gymnasium and swimming 
classes, squash racquets, bowling, 
handball, track, baseball and soft- 
ball. The association operates a 
summer camp for boys at Brookfield, 
Mass. Last year there were 114 
groups organized for participation in 
the various activities. 

In closing, Mr. Dale said that the 
three outstanding problems facing 
the Newton association are, first — 
the modernization of the present 
building, which was constructed in 
1910; second — the problem of the 
Y. M. C. A. and the underprivileged 
boys in the community; and third — 
the challenge of the opportunity to 
work with young women and girls 
in the community. This is now done 
in several cities which have no Young 
Women’s Christian Association. The 
Newton Y has already organized 
two Tri-Hi clubs with an enrollment 
of 85 girls and three Girl Scout 
groups meet at the association build- 
ing. 

Present at the meeting was Mr. 
Harry Bascom, honorary member of 
the Rotary Club, whom Mr. Dale suc- 
ceeded as General Secretary upon 
Mr. Bascom’s retirement last year. 

President John Cahill presided and 
the speaker was presented by Vice- 
President Charles A. Meeker.

5, as well as Jim Laughton, the 
present Scoutmaster of Troop 5, 
were present — while the oldest grad- 
uate of the troop, Edwin B. Good- 
ale, and the youngest member of the 
Troop 5 group, Freddie Knight, re- 
ceived the symbolic pennant of Vet- 
eran Service of the troop. 

The final act of the Court was the 
awarding of Eagle Scout with Gold 
Palm by Dr. Morrison Boynton, 
Pastor of First Church of Newton, 
and member of the Troop Committee 
19, to Fred D. Fowler, Jr., of Troop 
5. This is a very rare award and 
represents further advancement af- 
ter having previously achieved the 
rank of Eagle. Ralph B. Emery, 
Chairman of the Advancement Com- 
mittee closed the Court as all pres- 
ent repeated the scout oath and sang 
the national anthem.

Gambling Raids 
In Newton Sunday 

Newton police last Sunday con- 
ducted two raids, one at the Wal- 
tham Gun Club, located at Forest 
Grove near the Waltham line at the 
Charles River; and the other at the 
Newton Centre Royal Rooters’ Club, 
rear of 373 Boylston st., Thompson- 
ville. The Gun Club was raided at 
6 a. m. by Sergeant Sullivan and 
Patrolmen Greeley, Bagley, Eliot 
and Sherman. The occupants re- 
fused to open the door at the club- 
house, so Patrolman Bagley broke a 
rear window and entered. Twelve 
men present were arrested, $200 in 
cash seized, and the furniture was 
later cleared out of the place. 

In the Newton court on Monday 
John Goulding, 42, of Chaaske ave., 
Auburndale, caretaker of the club, 
was charged with keeping a gaming 
house. Seven of the other defendants 
were charged with gambling on the 
Lord’s Day, and the other four were 
charged with being present when 
gambling was going on. All pleaded 
not guilty, and their cases were 
continued until April 17. 

At the Royal Rooters’ Club the 
raid was made shortly before 11 
o’clock Sunday night. It was con- 
ducted by Sergeant Cleary and Pa- 
trolmen Charlton, Madden and 
Smith. Charlton knocked at the 
door and was admitted, together 
with the other officers. Ten men 
were arrested and $4 in cash was 
seized. The furniture was also re- 
moved from this place. In the New- 
ton court on Monday four of the men 
arrested were fined $10 each for 
gambling on the Lord’s Day. The 
other six were fined $5 each for be- 
ing present. 


Taxi Driver Fell 
Asleep; Fined $35 

Colin M. Ross of 76 Bennington 
st., Newton, a taxi operator, was 
fined $25 by Judge Mayberry in 
the Newton court last Friday for driv- 
ing a car so as to endanger the 
safety of the public, and $10 for 
driving without a license.

He had neglected to 
renew his driving license when it 
expired.

Newton Man Dies 
When Car Sinks 
In Water Basin 


John J. Boyce, 59. of 192 Chapel 
st„ Nonnntum, died from heart fail- 
ure on Tuesday afternoon after his 
automobile plunged through a fence 
at the Winter st. end of the Cam- 
bridge water basin in Waltham, went 
down a stone embankment and was 
submerged in about S feet of water. 
Boyce was teaching Mrs. Amelia Rod- 
gers, 53, of 18 Ware st„ Cambridge 
to drive, and it is supposed the 
woman stepped on the accelerator 
instead of the brake. Louis LaVas- 
seur of 144 Winter st„ Waltham, near 
where the automobile plunged into 
the reservoir, hastened to the rescue. 
He observed that Boyce had escaped 
from the submerged car and was 
struggling feebly on the surface. La- 
Vasseur held a long piece of broken 
fence rail toward Boyce, but the 
latter seemed to lose consciousness 
and sank. LaVasseur jumped into 
the reservoir, brought Boyce ashore 
and with the aid of Paul Brondo of 
Waltham, tried to resuscitate Boyce. 
Waltham police and firemen soon ar- 
rived, but could not revive the man. 
Mrs. Rodgers body was recovered 
from the car about an hour later. 

Boyce was born in Nonantum, the 
son of John and Mary Boyce. He had 
been employed by the Newton Water 
Department about 35 years. He is 
survived by one brother. His funeral 
was held on Friday morning from the 
Doherty Funeral Parlor in Nonan- 
tum. The service was in Our Lady’s 
Church and burial was in Calvary 
Cemetery, Waltham.

mittee you appointed to follow the 
matter, Messrs. Feakes, Francis and 
Gruchy. 

In this report, the Mayor’s com- 
mittee, headed by Alderman Jamie- 
son, unanimously recommends that 
the City take steps at this time to 
secure options on property for an 
airport in the Oak Hill area. Ap- 
pended to the report was a tentative 
cost estimate, and a map of the "Pro- 
posed Newton Airport,” bearing WPA 
Project No. 22350. 

Upon receipt of a copy of this, 
your committee met and submitted 
their report on the subject "Proposed 
Airport”; to the effect that "It is 
not believed that the City of New- 
ton either for the present or imme- 
diate future should secure options 
... for ... an airport.” They sug- 
gest that there is no popular demand 
for an airport; they object to the 
City going into the airport business; 
they anticipate a drop in real es- 
tate values would follow. 

The last suggestion brings up the 
effect on every resident of the dis- 
trict, regardless of whether he would 
us such an airport for his own plane, 
or would find it advantageous in con- 
nection with the suggested air-taxi 
service to the East Boston Airport. 
It would seem that less desirable 
residential conditions might be ex- 
pected, in the majority point of 
view; and a lowering of real estate 
values in nearby property of from 
thirty to forty per cent. The effect 
of this depreciation might extend 
some distance, and in the aggregate 
amount to a considerable sum. Most 
of old Ward Five Precinct Four, 
used in the latest published Asses- 
sors’ Report, is within a mile and 
a half of this airport; and this area 
contained in 1940 buildings and land 
appraised by the assessors at over 
ten million dollars. 

In a covering letter to a copy of 
his committee’s report, the Mayor re- 
marks that "the City Government 
has at no time taken any official ac- 
tion with reference to this question, 
and most assuredly would not with- 
out giving adequate public hearing 
to the citizens of Newton." 

The Massachusetts Aeronautics 
Commission is actively interested in 


the establishment of this airport. 
Legislation recently filed at the State 
House seeks to make such acquisi- 
tions quick and easy through eminent 
domain process. But, on the other 
hand, Representative Douglass B. 
Francis feels that there is a grow- 
ing tendency at the State House to 
take into consideration the wishes 
of citizens resident in the vicinity of 
proposed airports. 

Assuming the members of the As- 
sociation persist in the point of view 
expressed in their vote at the Semi- 
Annual Meeting, and are opposed to 
this airport, it is suggested that they 
consider ways and means of making 
their attitude effective. The mem- 
bers of the State and City govern- 
ments should be left in no doubt 
as to the attitude of the residents 
of this district. The Mayor, as well 
as Aldermen Walker, McKay and 
Jamieson should have letters from 
every resident who is interested. 
Write them today. At the Annual 
Meeting, which will probably be held 
April 28, we hope effective group 
action may be possible. 

The special committee appointed 
by Mayor Goddard included Aider- 
men Jamieson and Whidden, Street 
Commissioner Haughey, Rupert 
Thompson, Secretary of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce; Lawrence Early of 
Oak Hill; Henry D. Ganteaume of 
Newtonviile and Hervey F. Law, for- 
merly of Auburndale. 

The proposal to establish an air- 
port at Oak Hill was unknown to 
most residents of that section for a 
considerable period after the com- 
mittee was appointed, and when the 
news became known through the 
publication of an item in Boston pa- 
pers telling of proposed appropria- 
tions for airports in New England, 
there was considerable concern 
among Oak Hill property owners. 
At a meeting held last year by the 
Oak Hill Improvement Association, 
the sentiment was almost unani- 
mously against the establishment of 
an airport in that section. 


Hearing On Bill 
Of Newton Firemen 


A hearing was held on Thursday 
at the State House on the bill spon- 
sored by the Newton Firemen’s Wel- 
fare Association which will have pen- 
sions for Newton firemen placed on 
an equitable basis. Several firemen 
who were retired during the period 
when the salary cut was in effect 
are receiving lower pensions than 
the firemen who were retired after 
the cut was removed. Among those 
who spoke in favor of the bill were 
Francis Linnchan, secretary of the 
association; Representative Clarence 
Colby, who said the Newton City 
government favors it; and M. J. Me- 
Gonigle of the Mass. State Firemen s 
Association. 


Brush Fires Keep 
Firemen Busy 


Newton firemen have been very 
busy the past week responding to 
dozens of still alarms caused by 
persons starting bonfires. Chief 
Randlett calls attention to the city 
ordinance requiring a permit for any 
fire started in the open. Persons 
who start outdoor fires without per- 
mits may be prosecuted. 

A fire on the roof of the house 
at 388 Boylston st., Newton Centre, 
early Wednesday afternoon worked 
into the attic and caused damage 
estimated at $1000. It was caused 
by sparks from a chimney. The 
house is occupied by Mrs. Vincent 
Signore. Traffic on the turnpike was 
delayed over a quarter hour and 
a long line of cars formed. 

Short Circuit Darkens 
Hall At Boston College 

A short circuit in a service cable 
caused u slight fire in the basement 
of St. Mary’s Hall, Boston College, 
on Sunday afternoon. All the build- 
ings at the college were deprived of 
light and power for two hours. A 
telephone alarm brought Engines 3 
and 9 and Ladder 2. The damage 
was slight.

Miss Thompson’s views as ex- 
pressed in that article differ consid- 
erably from the statement made by 
Lord Halifax about the aims of this 
war. Most Americans hope that her 
statement — "The age of imperialism 
is past” could only come true. But 
no assurance to this effect has come 
from the warring contestants. It 
certainly will not come from Ger- 
many, and it has not come from Bri- 
tain. We also hope that Miss Thomp- 
son’s statement that this war "isn’t 
for markets” may come true before 
the strife will have been ended. The 
war certainly started out with "mar- 
kets" as one of its chief causes. Many 
of us will agree with Miss Thompson 
that "our markets are in our own 
backyards,” but all of us don’t agree 
with her that our own backyards are 
everyone else’s. When persons start 
butting into other persons’ backyards 
there is apt to be trouble, and the 
same thing applies to nations. 


In this week’s GRAPHIC are some 
suggestions from Patrolman Timo- 
thy Riley for improving traffic con- 
ditions at Newton Corner. For the 
past few years he has been on duty 
days at Newton Corner and Nonan- 
tum sq., and he has endeavored to 
perform his duties efficiently. Re- 
garding Mr. Riley’s suggestions for 
the rerouting of the Middlesex & Bos- 
ton buses, we shall offer no opinion. 
This is a matter which would have 
to be studied by the M & B officials 
as well as the police. 

We differ from Patrolman Riley’s 
suggestions regarding the removal of 
the traffic tower at Nonantum sq. 
and the discontinuance of routing au- 
tomobile traffic around the bank 
building. When motor vehicles 
crossed paths by travelling in both 
directions by the bank building on 
Centre and Washington sts., in past 
years, there were many collisions. 
Since the traffic tower was placed in 
the square, and the present method 
of routing motor vehicles was estab- 
lished many years ago, there have 
been few accidents at Newton Ov 
ner, and to our memory, no fatal ac- 
cident. We agree with the veteran 
patrolmen at Newton Corner, Hen- 
ry McDonough and Michael Connol- 
ly, that the present arrangement has 
resulted in an amazingly small num- 
ber of accidents, and that any change 
which would cause motor vehicles to 
pass through Newton Corner at in- 
creased speeds, would be apt to re- 
sult in more accidents, especially to 
pedestrians. However, Patrolman Ri- 
ley is to be commended for the in- 
terest he is displaying in his work.

Still Leading the Way 

The award to Newton as one 
of the top ten cities in the coun- 
try in health conservation is ex- 
ceptionally commendatory. It is 
the third consecutive year that 
the Garden City has been judged 
as a leading community in this 
form of municipal service. Dur- 
ing the two preceding years 
Newton was ranked first in 
cities of its population class, 
50,000 to 100,000. In the 1940 
national contest the population 
classes were abandoned and all 
cities competing were grouped 
together. All the cities were 
given the same distinction. New- 
ton and Hartford were also 
given commendation for a most 
effective tuberculosis control 
program making the honors 
doubly significant. 

The Newton Health program 
was developed with the assist- 
ance of the Harvard School of 
Public Health and the Rocke- 
feller Foundation under former 
Health Commissioner Harold D. 
Chope. The program is being 
effectively continued under the 
present Health Commissioner, 
Dr. Ernest M. Morris and New- 
ton looks forward to the dis- 
tinction of being rated one of 
the nation’s “healthiest cities” 
in 1941. 
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Prohibiting Open Fires 

The State Fire Marshal’s of- 
fice has invoked the authority 
given it under the general laws 
to prohibit the issuance of per- 
mits for fires in the open. Due 
to the prevalence of many brush 
fires whicn have gotten out of 
control the ban is scheduled to 
be effective from April 16th to 
June 7th. Local discretion is giv- 
en only in the event of rainy 
days when it is absolutely cer- 
tain that an open fire will not 
get out of control. 

The Spring Season is with us. 
Many persons have been and 
will be clearing their grounds 
of the accumulation of fall and 
winter debris, leaves and burn- 
able rubbish. Many of these 
persons have burned this ma- 
terial either with or without go- 
ing through the formality of ob- 
taining the required permit from 
the local fire department. 

During the past week the fire 
department has been more than 
usually active and on call for 
many open fires. A record was 
made one day last week when

Newton Chosen 
For Conference 
of Educators 

All-Day Sessions To Be 
Held On May 5th 


Educational honors were accorded 
Newton this week when it was an- 
nounced that this city had been se- 
lected as host to the New England 
regional conference sponsored by the 
Educational Policies Commission of 
Washington, D. C. The conference 
will be held at the high school on 
Monday, May 5, one of similar meet- 
ings to be held in various parts of 
the country. The purpose of the con- 
ference is to apply the principles of 
the case book, “Learning the Ways 
of Democracy,” produced by the Na- 
tional Educational Association and 
the American Association of School 
Administrators, whose representa- 
tives form the Policies Commission. 
The research work of the commis- 
sion is financed by the Rockefeller 
Foundation. 

Prominent educators and civic 
leaders of New England have been 
Invited to attend the morning and 
afternoon sessions which will be con- 
cluded with a mass meeting in the 
evening. About 150 are expected to 
attend the day sessions. The eve- 
ning meeting will be open to the 
public, addressed by an educator of 
national prominence. Governor Sal- 
tonstall will address the meeting on 
"The Challenge of American Citi- 
zenship.” 

Supt. of Schools Julius E. Warren 
will preside at the conference which 
will open at 9:30 a. m. He will speak 
on the subject, “Why This Confer- 
ence Is Being Held." Professor Carl 
A. Friedrich of Harvard will speak 
on “The Nation’s Needs for Trained 
Citizens.” Dr. William G. Carr of 
the Educational Policies Commission 
will speak on "The School’s Response 
to the Nation’s Needs.” 

There will be a general discussion 
period at 10:30 under the leadership 
of Dr. G. L. Maxwell of the Policies 
Commission. The subject of this dis- 
cussion will be “How Can the 
Schools of This Region Educate 
Youth for the Responsibilities of 
American Citizenship.” Round ta- 
ble discussions will begin at 11:30 on 
“How Can We Do a Better Job of 
Citizenship Education.” The lead- 
ers will be Prof. John J. Mahoney of 
Boston University; Horace Kidger of 
Newton High School; Tyler Kepner 
of Brookline Public Schools; Victor 
E. Pitkin of the Reading Public 
Schools; and James F. Rockett, com- 
missioner of education of Rhode 
Island. 

Walter F. Downey, Massachusetts 
Commissioner of Education, will pre- 
side over the luncheon meeting at 
12:30 followed by a discussion on the 
subject, "What I Should Like to See 
the Schools Do to Prepare Boys and 
Girls for the Responsibilities of

Lower Gas Rates

to be effective on meter readings on 
and after May 1, 1941. The com- 
pany estimates that reductions will 
average from six to thirteen per 
cent. 

At the same time the company 
filed new space heating rates appli- 
cable to commercial and industrial 
customers.

WINS NATIONAL HONOR 


To Use Surplus 
Funds to Lower 
1941 Tax Levy 

Mayor To Recommend 
Action By Aldermen 


Mayor Paul M. Goddard will recom- 
mend to the Board of Aldermen 
at its next meeting that a part 
of the city surplus be applied to re- 
duce the current tax levy. The gen- 
eral surplus has been increased to 
about $300,000 by unexpended bal- 
ances remaining in the budget of 
various city departments at the close 
of the year 1940. The surplus in 
the Water Department is about $100,- 
000 . 

The tax rate is expected to be an- 
nounced as soon as a report on the 
property valuation is available from 
the City Assessors. The value of new 
construction is expected to approxi- 
mately offset the reductions in assess- 
ments on older property. 


State Fire Marshal 
Bans Permits for Fires 


Because of the prevalence of 
many brush fires throughout the 
state and exceptionally dry con- 
ditions State Fire Marshal 
Maxwell C. Hutchins has issued 
orders prohibiting the issuance 
of permits for open-air fires 
from April 16th to June 7 In- 
clusive. Under the general laws 
the State Fire Marshal's au- 
thority takes precedence over 
that of local officials. 

The order received by Chief 
Clarence W. Randlett of the 
Newton Fire department reads 
as follows: 

"All permits for burning in 
the open air will be discontinued 
from April 16 to June 7th in- 
clusive, except on rainy days 
they may be Issued when there 
is absolutely no danger of fires 
getting beyond control.” 

Violation of the law provides 
for punishment by a fine of not 
more than one hundred dollars 
or by imprisonment for not more 
than one month, or both.

Had Broken Into Weeks 
Junior and Newton 
High Buildings 


Two 18-year-old Newton high 
school juniors were arrested on Sat- 
urday night on charges of breaking 
and entering and larceny in the 
night time. The pair are alleged to 
be the safecrackers who burglarized 
cash boxes, vaults and offices in the 
Newton High and Weeks Junior 
High Schools last month, obtaining 
nearly $600 in loot. 

In the Newton Court on Monday 
the defendants, Frederick W. By- 
field of 20 Clyde st., Newtonville, 
and Charles E. McKeen, Jr., of 18 
Cedar st., Newton Centre, pleaded 
not guilty and waived examination 
through their counsel. They were 
held for the Grand Jury in $1000 
bail each by Judge Donald E. May- 
berry. 

Patrolman Thomas B. Concan- 
non, who with Sergeants Andrew 
Moran, and John Sheridan, and Pa- 
trolmen John McArdle, Albert 
Yanco and Robert Turner, arrested 
the youths, testified that the boys 
admitted that they forced the vault 
at the Weeks School and stole 
$537.50 on March 22 and obtained 
$24 at the High School on March 1 
although failing to batter open the 
safe. 

In the junior high school the 
thieves used an electric drill and 
other tools obtained in the machine 
shop to force an entrance into the 
vault. They entered the school by 
breaking a window and after ob- 
taining the tools went to the princi- 
pal’s office on the second floor and 
after removing the door of the vault 
gained access to the school cash. 
They failed to open an inner safe 
which contained receipts from the 
school cafeteria. In the high school

Thread of Yarn 
Convicts Youthful 
Hit-Run Driver 


A thread of yarn from the over- 
coat of a hit-and-run victim con- 
victed Gerard E. Souliere, 19, of 
Orleans. Vermont, as the driver of 
the car involved in the accident, in 
the Newton court last Friday. After 
a lengthy hearing before Judge Da- 
vid Nagle the defendant was found 
guilty of leaving the scene of an 
accident without making himself 
known, after causing personal in- 
jury. A suspended sentence of two 
months in the House of Correction 
was imposed. Souliere pleaded 
guilty to a charge of driving without 
a license and was fined $20. He had 
no previous record. 

Lieut. Joseph F. Walker, chemist 
of the state police, and John W. 
House, of 55 Wyoming rd., Newton- 
ville, a local yarn merchant, testi- 
fied that a thread of yarn which had 
clung to the door handle of Sou- 
liere’s car was of the same color 
and texture as the material of the 
victim’s coat. The victim of the ac- 
cident, which occurred on the night 
of Feb. 23 at Crafts and Waltham 
sts., West Newton, was John H. 
Berndtson, 78, of 33 Harding st., 
West Newton. He was severely in- 
jured and was confined to the New- 
ton Hospital for several weeks. 

The defendant admitted that he 
had passed the scene of the accident 
but denied knowledge of having 
struck anyone. Stanley Fern of 
Needham, who witnessed the acci- 
dent, told the court that the car 
slowed down but soon disappeared. 
The first two registration figures of 
the number plate, which were 
black and white, were 92. 

Patrolman Leo Gagnon testi- 
fied that he stopped the defendant’s 
car at the Needham line on Route 
128 because of the description of the 
car and plates which had been 
broadcast, an hour after the acci- 
dent. He asked Souliere where he 
had been and received the reply that 
that he “got lost” near City Hall. 
Sergeant Michael Sullivan and Pa- 
trolman John J. Bagley noticed the 
yarn thread on the door after the car 
had been brought to police head- 
quarters. They also testified that 
they noticed that the door panel had 
been wiped while the rest of the car 
was dusty.

Public Approval

apparatus responded to thirty- 
three such calls, all at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayers. Never- 
theless means must be found to 
remove or destroy the accumu- 
lated debris. 

We suggest that the city 
might well afford to advance 
its annual “clean-up week” pro- 
gram a few weeks in order to 
remove the debris by collection. 
It might even be desirable, be- 
cause of the ban upon fires in- 
creasing the amount of material 
to be collected, to schedule a 
second “clean-up” week. The 
slight additional cost of such col- 
lection will be saved several 
times over with fewer needless 
and inconsequential calling out 
of fire apparatus. 


I^ater Auto Registration 

Among the many measures 
before the current legislature is 
a bill to change the motor ve- 
hicle registration date from 
January 1 to July 1. There are 
many good reasons why this bill 
should pass, many advantages 
which are now being lost under 
the present registration system 
which coincides with the calen- 
dar year. 

The convenience of the mil- 
lion automobile owners who an- 
nually contribute approximate- 
ly $30,000,000 of the State’s 
revenue through gasoline taxes, 
registration and license fees, 
should be the principle upon 
which favorable action should 
be based. It is estimated that 
one-quarter of the total money 
spent during a year is paid out 
in the eight weeks before Christ- 
mas. Consequently automobile 
owners in the low income brack- 
ets are unable to pay for plates, 
insurance and other requisites to 
enable them to drive their cars 
until the spring season. On the 
other side many persons who 
find it necessary to keep their 
car on the road set aside the 
necessary auto expense and di- 
vert expenditures from retail 
trade. 

A July first registration date 
would be of benefit to all. De- 
ferred registration is in effect 
in forty-one states. Massachus-

Bicycle Registration 

The voluntary registration of 
bicycles which has been under- 
taken in iNevvton is an educa- 
tional program which should be 
of immeasurable value in teach- 
ing the youth of the city greater 
responsibility and increased civ- 
ic pride. Considerably more 
than a thousand bicycles now 
bear registration plates and 
their owners carry certificates. 
To obtain these each bicycle 
owner has subscribed to several 
promises leading to increased 
safety to themselves and to 
others. These promises include 
no double riders, single file rid- 
ing while in groups, riding on 
the highway on the proper side 
and not on sidewalks, and obedi- 
ence to all vehicular traffic 
regulations. 

First offenders will be 
warned. A second offence will 
result in notification of the 
school which the offender at- 
tends. A third offence will re- 
sult in notification of the par- 
ents and a subsequent offence 
will result in the suspension of 
the right to “operate” the bi- 
cycle. It is estimated that there 
are approximately 5000 bicycles 
in the city of Newton and it 
is to be noped that in coming 
weeks a greater proportion of 
registrations will be made in the 
interests of safety promotion.

Rotary Club 

Prof. J. Seely e Bixler, Bussey 
Professor of Theology at the Har- 
vard Divinity School, was the 
speaker at the weekly meeting of the 
Newton Rotary Club held Monday at 
the Brae Burn Country Club. Prof. 
Bixler spoke on the subject "The 
Background for Hitler in German 
Thought." He studied in Germany 
in 1928-29 and has returned there 
three times since the Nazis came in- 
to power, his most recent visit being 
three years ago. 

According to Prof. Bixler, the Ger- 
man people are not phlegmatic and 
stolid as is generally supposed, but 
are sensitive and highly emotional. 
Although most of the university and 
clerical groups do not approve Nazi 
policies, there is no question that the 
youth of the country have been thor- 
oughly indoctrinated with Nazi 
thought. 

Prof. Bixler mentioned four things 
which he thought accounted for pres- 
ent conditions: First, Germany as 
a nation of philosophers has not al- 
ways understood its own philosophy. 
Therefore, it was an easy matter for 
the Nazis to turn the people’s think- 
ing into the channels the Nazis de- 
sired. Second, in the German emo- 
tional life there is a certain insta- 
bility. They go from great heights to 
tiie depths very quickly and the tran- 
sitions have been turned to their own 
uses by the Nazi party. The people 
were very devout, due primarily to 
a fear of unknown mysteries, and 
banded together in devout causes for 
mutual protection. It was a very 
easy matter for them to be led from 
this step to that of complete intol- 
erance. Third, the people have an 
intense patriotic devotion and tend 
to tie all their activities to this de- 
votion. Their religious feeling and 
their teachings have become colored 
because of this patriotic fervor. 
Fourth, the Nazis have singled out 
the philosophers, who have always 
had a high influence and standing 
with the German people, as individ- 
uals without regard to the setting in 
which the philosophers made their 
remarks. . „ _ 

Thus Nietzsche, who rebelled 
against the accepted formulas of phil- 
osophy. is quoted as upholding the 
Nazi cause in his writings while in 
reality he wrote many years before 
and for entirely different reasons. 
The Nazis also only quote isolated 
parts of his writings to further their 
own interests. 

Prof. Bixler thinks that there is 
hope that the German people will 
eventually find their way out of pres- 
ent conditions. He cited as an ex- 
ample of what an intelligent Ger- 
man could do, the accomplishments 
of Albert Schweitzer. He had a dec- 
orate* in Philosophy and Theology, 
was an authority on Bach, and an ac- 
complished organist and yet he left 
all this behind to win a degree in 
medicine and devote his life to con- 
quering tropical disease in Equatorul 
Africa. Any change in present con- 
ditions will have to come from an ap- 
peal to the mass of German people 
anil Prof. Bixler believes that this 
will eventually happen.

Shares Insured in Fall Under Massachusetts Laws 



The Newtonville square matter 
came up before both branches of 
the city council Monday night and 
some forty residents of Newtonville 
were present. The petitioners for 
the improvement were represented 
by E. H. Pierce. Each side was 
given forty-five minutes to present 
their side of the case and a half 
hour at the end was allowed the pe- 
titioners to present testimony in re- 
buttal. Dr. O. E. Hunt opened the 
hearing with a statement of facts 
and showed why the square is at pres- 
ent insufficient to accommodate the 
foot passengers, teams and commer- 
cial traffic. The volume of traffic 
has doubled in the last ten years 
and will probably more than double 
in the ten years to come. The ward 
is growing rapidly and last year 26 
houses were built in it, more than 
in all the other wards of the city. 
The square was divided in the center 
by the flag staff, watering trough 
and gas lamp, which took up ten 
feet of the roadway, leaving only 
27 feet on one side and thirty on 
the other. Last Saturday the speak- 
er counted the teams passing in an 
hour and a half from a quarter past 
two and found they numbered 105, 
more than one a minute. The square 
would accommodate these were it 
not for three adverse conditions: the 
space taken by the trough at which 
so many teams stopped, sometimes 
two or three at a time; the business 
done in the square, carriages stand- 
ing there most of the time; the 
Boston & Albany road, the gates 
of which are closed an average of 
75 times a day. The widening of 
the square was an absolute neces- 
sity. Plans were ready for new 
stores and additions to existing blocks 
and delay would increase the cost. 
The petitioners did not ask the city 
to pay all the expenses but were 
willing to put their hands in their 
pockets and pay a good share of it 
themselves. 

E. Smead, H. F. Ross, Austin R. 
Mitchell, and B. C. Bridgham, en- 
dorsed and enlarged upon these re- 
marks. The cost would not exceed 
$7000. 

Fayette Shaw appeared for the 
remonstrants. He said it was wider 
now than nine-tenths of the busiest 
streets of Boston. He suggested mov- 
ing the watering trough to the side 
— sixty-seven feet should be wide 
enough for a street in Newtonville. 
He painted a horrible picture of other 
streets in the Ward on which the 
money, at least $10,000, should be 
spent. FI. B. Fuller, Michael Stanley 
and H. H. Sacker also spoke against 
the improvement. After rebuttal by 
Mr. Shaw the matter was referred 
to the Highway Committee.

The experiment is one 
that will be watched with interest 
and it may work a revolution in the 
present unsatisfactory methods of 
caring for the streets of cities. Lo- 
cal pride ought to do a good deal 
to obviate the difficulty and make 
it unnecessary to pass such radical 
by-laws about putting rubbish in the 
streets as some cities t^y to en- 
force. Every citizen is interested in 
good streets and if all work to- 
gether the old saying about the 
"sandpapered" streets of Newton will 
be more appropriate than ever. 


West Newton, which is noted for 
the many isms and reforms which 
have started there now has a Crema- 
tion Society with a good list of mem- 
bers.

money was stolen from the athletic 
offices and the cafeteria but an at- 
tempt to open the safe in the main 
office failed. 

The investigation of the pair has 
been going on for about two weeks 
after Patrolman Concannon picked 
up their trail when McKeen dis- 
played a $50 bill in a store at New- 
ton Corner. Patrolman Concannon 
testified that the boys admitted they 
had spent all the loot. A car was pur- 
chased with $15 of the high school 
money and with part of the pro- 
ceeds from the Weeks School burg- 
lary they had purchased a speed- 
boat which was tied up near the 
Cottage Farm bridge. 

The two youths, who had been re- 
leased on bail, were rearrested yes- 
terday after police investigation had 
linked them with 11 other burglaries 
and thefts in Newton, Brookline, 
Needham, Brighton and Watertown. 
Shortly before noon they were again 
arraigned in court and held in $900 
additional bonds each. The case was 
continued to Friday. Both entered 
pleas of not guilty. 

Police investigation connected the 
pair with three burglaries on the 
night of March 13 at the Newton 
Centre railroad station, Paine’s drug 
store at Commonwealth ave. and 
Centre st., and at Kerrigan’s garage 
on Beacon st. Telephones were loot- 
ed and $125 in cash and more than 
$100 in merchandise were stolen. 

They were charged with three 
counts of breaking and entering and 
larceny and three counts of larceny 
of batteries from automobiles. 

Two of the batteries were stolen 
from the cars of Harold Glickman 
of Irving st., and John J. Goldberg of 
Alderwood rd.

Somerville, Waltham, Watertown, 
Wellesley, and Weston will be avail- 
able to all families using gas for 
house heating or kitchen heating. It 
will also be available in homes where 
at least half the annual amount of 
gas consumed is used for heating 
purposes. 

New reduced heating rates will 
likewise be available to customers in 
Bedford, Concord, Lincoln, Sudbury, 
Wayland, and in Acton, Ayer, Gro- 
ton, and Littleton. 

In explanation of the new rates, 
E. M. Farnsworth, president of the 
company says: "This is the fifth re- 
duction in heating rates since the 
company began to sell gas for heat- 
ing. 

"In designing this new type of 
domestic rate our aim has been to 
provide gas for heating at lower 
cost, so that more families may en- 
joy its benefits. 

"For that reason homes have been 
classified according to size, so that 
both large and small users will ob- 
tain heating gas at approximately 
the same rate. 

"The smaller customers will re- 
ceive the greater percentage of re- 
duction. In many small homes the 
cost comes down to 5c net per hun- 
dred cubic feet after 3,000 cubic feet 
per month have been used. We 
have made studies which show that 
the homes of most kitchen-heating 
customers are in this classification. 
Consequently, such customers will 
now be able to buy gas at substan- 
tial savings. 

"All gas used in excess of 10,000 
cubic feet per month will be priced 
10 per cent below the lowest step in 
the previous heating rate."

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Welfare Costs 

The announcement that wel- 
fare costs in Newton have 
shown a marked decrease in the 
first three months of this year 
over a similar period of a year 
ago is welcome news. The an- 
nouncement made by Director 
James P. Reynolds of the local 
welfare department indicates an 
approximate savings of nearly 
thirty-five percent during this 
period. A continuation of this 
trend would mean a total yearly 
saving of close to $100,000. Dur- 
ing the past ten years welfare 
costs have been mounting stead- 
ily until we are now appropria- 
ting close to ten times the 
amount which used to be re- 
garded as the normal figure for 
Newton. In many ways it has 
been the greatly increased wel- 
fare burden which has put many 
of our cities and towns in finan- 
cial distress. Fortunately, we in 
Newton, have had officials and 
elected servants who have been 
constantly on guard against 
over-spending. 

We have always contended 
that welfare should be under 
local supervision and adminis- 
tration and have commented 
frequently upon the tendency of 
the Federal government, in ad- 
dition to its contribution to and 
sharing of this financial burden 
to usurp tne powers of local ad- 
ministration. To prevent fur- 
ther encroachment of municipal 
authority we further believe 
that an unpaid board of welfare 
is the most efficient and econom- 
ical method of administering 
this phase of our municipal 
service. Such a step was studied 
by the Newton Community 
Council recently and a recom- 
mendation to this end was re- 
ported ana unanimously adopted 
at a recent meeting of that or- 
ganization. The so-called Dick- 
erman report on this subject is 
well worth the attention of those 
interested in the administration 
of welfare. 
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What Fire Can Do 

The disastrous effects of fire 
were brought home in a forceful 
manner this week with the de- 
struction of five hundred homes 
at Ocean Bluffs. Believed to 
have started in the dry marsh 
grass from a cigarette careless- 
ly tossed aside by a thoughtless 
person, it caused over a million 
dollars in property losses and an 
inestimable personal loss. An 
unusual and unique, as well as 
gratifying, fact is that no fatal- 
ity resulted from the conflagra- 
tion which brought destruction 
and loss to hundreds of persons.

Welfare Costs 
For 3 Months 
Drop Sharply 

Welfare Dept. Expenses 
Down 35 Per Cent 


A marked decrease in expenditures 
for general welfare relief for the first 
quarter of the year has been evi- 
denced in Newton according to James 
P. Reynolds, D. rector of Public Wel- 
fare in Newton. The decrease is ap- 
proximately 35 per cent and was the 
lowest of any corresponding period 
in the past five years. A continua- 
tion in the present trend will result 
in a large balance to be returned to 
the city treasury at the end of the 
year.

Cullen Case To

CITY’S DEBT REDUCED 


Newton Rejects 
One-Cent Milk 
Plan for Children 

Proposal Does Not Conform 
To Health Buies 


The rejection of a plan to supply 
Newton school children with milk 
at one cent a half pint was an- 
nounced late last week by local offi- 
cials as contrary to the regulations 
of the Newton Board of Health. The 
plan was offered by the Surplus Mar- 
keting Administration through the 
State Public Welfare Department. 

Chief Inspector Alexander A. Rob- 
ertson of Newton explained that un- 
der the proposed plan the milk 
would be shipped into the city in 
eight-quart cans to be poured into 
glasses to be sold to the children. 
The Board of Health rules require 
that milk may be sold in their “final 
containers” only, thus prohibiing the 
sale of milk in glasses. 

Another factor in rejection of the 
plan is that the Health Department 
would have no control over the 
source of supply, as at present all 
plants and farms supplying milk to 
dealers who sell in Newton are pe- 
riodically inspected by Newton 
agents. 

School department officials would 
also be confronted with the problem 
of differentiating between children 
entitled to the low price and those 
who should pay five cents, the one- 
cent rate being intended for children 
of families on welfare or WPA roles. 


Newton Principal 
To Head Teachers 


Russell V. Burkhard, principal of 
the Frank A. Day Junior High 
School, Newtonville, has been nom- 
inated as president of the Massa- 
chusetts Teachers’ Federation. Elec- 
tion of the Newton educator and 
other officers will take place at the 
annual meeting of the delegates at 
the Hotel Statler, Boston, on Sat- 
urday. The Fed^r.'ition is made up 
of 233 teacher associations through- 
out the state with a membership of 
20.000. The Newton principal has 
served as first vice-president during 
the past year. 


Alderman McKay 
Submits Resignation 

Alderman Donald D. McKay, 
for eight years a member of the 
Board from Ward 5, submitted 
his resignation from that body 
at the meeting on Monday night, 
explaining in his letter that 
he had been reluctant to be a 
candidate for re-election in 1939 
and desired to devote more time 
to business and personal affairs. 
He requested that the resignation 
become effective June 2nd. 

Vice-president Clifford Walker, 
who presided due to President 
Charles B. Floyd being acting 
mayor during the absence from 
the city of Mayor Goddard, read 
the letter of resignation and 
stated that action would be de- 
ferred until the May 19th meet- 
ing. Alderman McKay has served 
as chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee and is the sponsor of the 
movement to establish a mem- 
orial park at Crystal Lake in 
honor of Samuel Francis Smith, 
author of "America.” 

The resulting vacancy in the 
Board will be filled by vote of 
the remaining members. 


Moves For Legal 
Approval of Act 

Alderman Eugene Cronin of West 
Newton offered a motion at the 
Board of Aldermen’s meeting on 
Monday night that the city accept 
the legislative act passed in 1938 
authorizing a schedule of one day 
off in six for the police force. Cronin 
declared that although the Board 
had unofficially approved the act by 
authorizing the appointment of 8 
additional policemen, the adoption of 
the Legislative act was essential to 
legal procedure. 

The motion was seconded by Al- 
derman Edward A. Fahey and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Legisla- 
tion for study.

Air Training 

Two Newtonville youths have qual- 
ified for appointments as aviation ca- 
dets by completing one month’s pre- 
liminary training at the Naval air 
base at Squantum. The youths are 
Bradford Dyer of 29 Highland ave., 
and Claude R. Frazier of 21 Bon- 
wood st. They will leave shortly for 
the advanced training course in Flori- 
da or Texas. Upon graduation from 
the seven months’ course at Pensacola 
or Corpus Christ i they will be com- 
missioned as Ensigns in the Naval 
Reserve or second lieutenants in the 
Marine Corps Reserve and awarded 
the gold wings of a naval aviator.

Churches Unite

Prof. Basil Mathews of Boston 
University, for 15 months a member 
of the British Ministry of Informa- 
tion during the present war, will be 
the speaker at a special all-Newton 
service of worship on Sunday, May 
4th, at 8 p. m., in the Second Church, 
West Newton. 

The service, arranged by Rev. 
Boynton Merrill, D.D., assisted by a 
committee of Newton Protestant 
ministers headed by Rev. Morrison 
Russell Boynton, D.D., is under the 
auspices or the World Council of 
Churches, one of the few organiza- 
tions which reach across world fron- 
tiers to act as a unifying factor in 
a warring world. 

Mr. Mathews holds an M.A. from 
Oxford University, England.

19 he was editorial secretary of the 
London Missionary Society (Congre- 
gational); from 1920-24 he was di- 
rector of the Press Bureau of the 
Conference of the Representatives of 
British Missionary Societies; from 
1924-29 he was international secre- 
tary of the World’s Committee of

In its annual report presented 
Monday night the Finance Commit- 
tee of the Board of Aldermen an- 
nounced a probable reduction of the 
city’s funded debt of $800,000 in the 
two-year period ending Dec. 31st of 
this year.

Low Cost Milk 
While at first thought it might 
seem that officials have been 
unduly arbitrary in rejecting 
the proposal to permit the sale 
of one-cent milk to Newton 
school children a little sober re- 
flection reveals the impractica- 
bility of the plan. The proposal 
offered surplus milk supplied 
to local scnool children at one- 
cent per glass instead of at the 
usual charge of five cents per 
half-pint bottle. The milk would 
be delivered in large cans and 
poured into glasses for sale, 
presumably to children of fam- 
ilies in needy circumstances. 
Not only would school of- 
ficials be faced with the 
difficult problem of differentiat- 
ing between children entitled to 
the low price but the health reg- 
ulations preventing the sale of 
milk in “final containers” would 
necessarily have to be waived. 
Newton’s health standard is 
high and might readily be af- 
fected by the impossibility of 
Newton agents to regularly in- 
spect the source of supply of 
the milk under the proposed 
plan. While we believe thor- 
oughly in taking every oppor- 
tunity possible to provide for 
the underprivileged the proposal 
seems to be one which theoret- 
ically has merit but practically 
is not advantageous. 


Daylight Savings 
Saturday night, or technical- 
ly at 2 a. m. on Sunday morn- 
ing, the annual daylight sav- 
ing period begins, to continue 
for the next five months 
throughout the state. Each 
year there is some confusion 
as to whether or not daylight 
savings is accomplished by set- 
ting the clocks ahead an hour 
or setting them back. The pro- 
cedure is to set timepieces ahead 
one hour making the time of 
day that much later. The 
hour of sleep thus lost is made 
up in September when the clocks 
are again turned backwards.

erection of a new clubhouse. Pres- 
ident Henry F. Cobb presided and 
nearly 200 members were present. 
President Cobb called attention to 
the importance of the meeting. Chair- 
man William J. Follett reported for 
the building committee. A call for 
subscriptions for purchase of the 
Mitchell land was responded to by 70 
per cent of the members and $11,000 
received. Mr. Mitchell offered to 
sell 30,000 feet worth $15,000 for 
$10,000 and also agreed to sell the 
club 10,000 feet additional within 3 
years, the club to have the use of 
the land by paying taxes and interest. 
At the conclusion of the report a 
unanimous vote was taken authoriz- 
ing the building committee to pur- 
chase the Mitchell land at the comer 
of Walnut st. and Highland ave., for 
$10,000 and the additional land in 3 
years. 

The plans provide for a pure colo- 
nial structure to cost $35,000. The 
basement will contain four bowling 
alleys for general use and two for 
private parties, entirely disconnected 
and with separate entrances. There 
will also be the usual lavatories, 
storeroom, heating room, closets, and 
a fair sized gymnasium. The first 
floor will comprise a large hall, 20 x 
20, with open fireplace, reception 
room, gentlemen’s small cafe, smok- 
ing room, office, ladies’ reception 
room, and a billiard room, 21 x 53. On 
the second floor will be ball, several 
cardrooms, private dining rooms, 
main cafe, ladies’ parlor and ladies’ 
cafe. The third story will be divided 
into a large entertainment and ban- 
quet hall, with large open fireplace, 
eight bedrooms and a bathroom. 

A first mortgage of $25,000 was 
voted on the building and a second 
mortgage of $15,000 to be taken by 
members. $14,700 was pledged within 
a half hour, the largest individual 
subscription was that of Mr. A. R 
Mitchell of $1500 — the others run- 
ning from $1000 to $100.
